“BY GENERAL 


Cantonment Authorities 
Will Make Probe Before 
Allowing Erection of New 
Business Establishments. 


DEALERS AT CHAMBLEE 
ARE WARNED BY STATE 


Authorities Will Insist 
Upon High Standard of 
Goods and Upon Proper 
Sanitation Arrangements. 


Military authorities at Camp Gordon 
may not allow the Ashford Park devel- 
opment people to put into effect their 
scheme of sub-letting ground near 
Camp Gordon for the purpose of erect- 
ing business establishments to cater 
to the soldiers. 

This became known Saturday when 
Major General Eben Swift, command- 
ing Camp Gordon, stated that the plans 
of the Ashford Park people have come 
to his attention and that he proposes 
to go thoroughly into their plans be- 
fore they will be allowed to proceed 
with the plans. General Swift now has 
the matter under advisement and will 
call upon the promoters of the scheme 
to lay the details of their plans before 
him before he comes to a decision as 
to whether he will allow the proposed 
ventures to be put into operation. 

The location of the proposed estab- 
lishments is just outside the canton- 
ment, and within the five-mile sanitary 
and moral zone of the camp. 

Will Guard Health. 

Géneral Swift stated Saturday that 
he does not know the full details of 
what the promoters of the Ashford Park 
scheme intend to undertake. It is his 
purpose to see to it that no establish- 
ment of any sort shall be put up near 
the camp which might in any way in- 
terfere with the work of the camp - 
fect the health or the conduct o " 
soldiers or which would in any way 
work to bring about conditions which 
would. be unsatisfactory in any par- 
ticular. 

The Ashford Park concern recently 
applied for a charter, through its at- 
torney, Walter P. Andrews, and the 
charter was granted in the name of 
E. H. Goodhart, Henry C. Heinz and H. 
C. Caldwell. It was announced at that 
time by Mr. Andrews that Asa G. Cand- 
ler, Jr., St. Elmo Massengale and A. L. 
DutsMPOT Se babs become directors 
of the concern. 

With the indorsement of Mayor Asa 
G. Candler, the city water board fa- 
vored the extension of the Camp Gordon 
water main to the scene of the proposed 
activities of the Ashford Park, proposi- 
tion. 

With affairs in this shape it was un- 
derstood that the Ashford Park people 
were ready to proceed with their plans, 
until it developed Saturday that the 
plans are being -held up’by the Camp 
Gordon authorities pending a thqrough 
investigation. 


CHAMBLEE DEALERS 
ARE GIVEN WARNING. 


That the state department of agri- 
culture intends to enforce strictly the 
pure food and drink regulations in the 
five-mile special sanitary zone which 
has been established around Camp 
Gordon for the health-protection of the 
new national army men who will mobil- 
ize at the cantonment, was made plain 
yesterday when several Chamblee deal- 
ers were warned that unless they stop 
at once the sale of foodstuffs which the 
department inspectors regard as ‘“un- 
fit,” they will be prosecuted. 

Department inspectors intend to see 
to it that individuals who have conces- 
sfons outside the cantonment, within 
a five-mile radius, shall obey implicitly 
the state pure food and santtary laws, 
and a epecial inspector has been named 
to keep tab on all the concession booths. 
“ot only must the concessionaires sell 
to the soldiers food and drink that are 
absolitely pure, but. they must main- 
tain & yictly sanitary establishments, 
under penalty of heavy fine. 

The department has named State 
Food Inspector M. H. Field to direct 
operations of the five-mile sanitary 
zone, and since the informal opening 
of the cantonment, Inspector Field has 
been on the job at Camp Gordon day 
and night. Already he has warned 
three dealers in the “zone” that their 
products are not up to the required 
standard and he has given them notice 
to immediately improve their food- 
stuffs or be haled into court. 

Inspector Field has found also sev- 
eral concession-owners whose buildings 
are not being put up in conformity with 
the newly-adopted federal and state 
@anitary regulations, and these he has 
warned to rebuild within the next five 
days. In the event of their failure to 
do so a fine of $100 each will be im- 
posed. Then, if the suggested improve- 
ments aren’t made, the concession 
right will be abrogated. : 

The new sanitary regulations were 
the result of agreements between the 
federal and state departments of agri- 
culture.

RADICALS BEATEN 
IN INTIAL EFFORT 
T0 DRAFT WEALTE 


Senator Johnson’s Proposal 


of War Profits Is Defeat- 
ed, 62 to 17. 


RADICALS RESOLVED 
TO CONTINUE FIGHT 


But Success Is Doubtful. 
Spirited Speeches by John- 
son and La Follette for 
Drafting War Profits. 


Washington, 
began today in 


September 1.—Voting 
the senate’s contest 
over war profits taxation in the war 
revenue bill, and in the initial clash 
the so-called radicals met decisive de- 
feat. 

The senate rejected, 62 to 17, the 
amendment of Senafor Johnson, of Cal- 
ifornia, leader Of the high-tax group, 
for a maximum levy of 890 per cent of 
this year’s war profits, estimated be- 
tween three and four billion dollars, 
instead of $1,268,000,000 provided in 
the bill. A 

Senators supporting it were: 

Ashurst, Borah, Brady, Gore, Gron- 
na, Hollis, Husting, Johnson of Cali- 
fornia, Johnson of South Dakota, Jones 
of Washington, Kenyon, Kirby, La Fol- 
lette, McNary, Norris, Thompson, Var- 
daman, 

Senator La Follette pfomptly enter- 
ed the fray with an amendment pro- 
posing a total war profits tax of 76 
per cent. He made a vigorous three- 
hour speech in its support, but did 
not conclude, and th¥ysenate recessed 
until Monday, prepared to work 
through the holiday upon the Wiscon- 
sin senator’s amendment and his oth- 
ers for levies ranging down to 52 per 
cent. 

Both Sides Claim Victory. 

Both sides tonight claimed victory 
as a result of first test vote today, 
which was preceded by spirited 
speeches by leaders, including Senators 
Johnson and La Follette for the high- 
tax group, and Lodge, Simmons and 
Penrose of their opponents. The so- 
called conservatives were confident 
the La Follette amendment and others, 
proposing higher war profits taxation 
all will be rejected. 

Although determined to continue the 
fight next week for higher rates, many 
of the radical group tonight privately 
conceded defeat. A few thought it 
possible they could carry an amend- 
ment for a flat tax of 40 to 50 per cent, 
but others admitted the committee’s 
provision probably would stand. Dis- 
appointment at the small vote for Sen- 
ator Johnson’s 80 per cent amendment 
was privately expressed by the higher 
leaders and some believed that their 
maximum stréngth would not go above 
35 or 40, even for the ‘minimum in- 
crease provisions pending. 

Senator Johnson opened the fight 
with an impassioned plea for increasing 
tax levies on “swollen fortunes.” He 
advocated taking the largest percent- 
age possible of war profits, leaving 
normal peace time profits untouched. 
If not taxed this year, the California 
senator said millions would go  un- 
taxed. 

“We do not hesitate to break hearts, 
to break bodies,” he said, ‘but we hesi- 
tate to take profits—made but of our 
blood and bone.” 

Senator La Follette said at least 
$2,000,000,000 of distinctive war prof- 
its should be taken bythe government, 
citing that profits of the past war pe- 
riod would be left undisturbed and nor- 
mal peace-time profits as well. 

Both senators declared that the 
finance committee leaders, in bringing 
in their compromise amendments to add 
$500,000,000 to the r profits section, 
had been “driven and forced” by sen- 
timent in the senate and throughout 
the country for higher taxation. Chair- 
man Simmons and Senators Lodge and 
Penrose made spirited explanatory re- 
plies, to the effect that the committee 
had not changed its provisions for war 
profits taxation, but had acceded to 
the demand for increases by providing 
for additional taxation of ordinary 
excess, including peace period profits. 

Johnson Urges High Levy. 
In opening -his speech in support of 


gratulated the finance committee on 
bringing in an amendment to the war 
profits section which more nearly con- 
formed with the general opinion of the 
senate. 

‘Senator Johnson reealled how, after 
two months’ consideration, the finance 
committee reported a bill which it de- 
fended vigorously, as taxing to the 
very limit of safety war profits and in- 
comes of the. country and then after 
it came under attack presented a sup- 
stitute to add a half billion. He re- 
cited this with his argument to justify

VOIGE TOLD PARSON 
‘SO HE MURDERED 8 


Rev. Lynn G. J. Kelly Tells 
How He Butehered, With 
Ax, Man and Wife and Six 

Children. 


HE WAS LED BY SHADOW 
TO THE AX_AND VICTIMS 


Then the Voice Said, 
“There Must Be Sacrifices 
of Blood,” and Preacher 
Brained Victims as They 
Slept. 


Council Bluffs, Iowa, |September 1.— 
“Slay Utterly” was the text which Rev. 
Lynn G. J. Kelly followed when he slew 
with an ax Joe Moore, his wife and 
four children, and the \two little Stil- 
linger girls as they day in their beds 
in Villisca on the night of June 49, 
1912, according to the qgonfession he is 
alleged to have made |before a state 
agent, three Harrison county officials 
and several attorneys | early’ Friday 
morning. | 

Hie had heard a sermon on that text, 
according to the story of his alleged 
confession, which became public to- 
night, and the two words had béen 
running through his mind for days. 
The night of the slaying a volce told 
him to go to the Moore house and go 
in after he had picked up the ax in 
the back yard, according to the version 
given out here. Then |the text came, 
“Slay Utterly,” and following it “Suf- 
fer little children to come unto Me.” 
Kelly is said to have declared he an- 
swered: “Yes, Lord, they're coming 
quick,’ and then began slaying. 

The Alleged Confession. 

The alleged confession recounts that 
Kelly said he went to Villisca on Sat- 
urday evening, June 8. | On Sunday he 
filled two pulpits near Villisca, return- 
ing to Villisea late in the afternoon. He 
took supper at the hose of the Rev. 
W. J. Ewing, pastor of the Presby- 
terian church. After | supper Kelly 
says he accompanied the Ewing fam- 
ily to church and then |returned home 
with them. 

A sermon upon the text of “Slay 
Utterly,” which he was cogitating, 
would not permit him to sleep. ' 

Suddenly Kelly said he heard a 
sound, like that of a wind mill. Rest- 
less and unable to sieep“he arose and 
walked about the room, finally going 
out on to a little balcony. Out in the 
open he could hear no |noise, he said. 
He went back to bed. | 

But still sleep. would not come. 
Finally he determined tp take a walk. 
This was about 12:45 o’clock, Kelly re- 
called. Still turning over in his mind 
the thoughts of the text, “Slay Utter- 
ly,” Kelly is quoted as saying he walk- 
ed out towards the) Presbyterian 
church. - He heard a voice which bade 
him “go farther.” His |path then led 
him towards the Joe Moore home. Ap- 
proaching the house, Kelly says he 
saw a shadow. Something prompted 
him to follow it and he saw an ax, 
according to the alleged confession. 
He picked it up. 

Go in and Slay Utterly. 

Then came a voice which rang in his 
ears: “Go in, slay utterly.” .He fol- 
lowed the shadow, entered the house 
and went upstairs. Kelly is quoted as 
saying that as he mounted the stgirs 
the thought came to him that he was 
ascending Jacob’s ladder. 

At the top of the stairs, it is alleged, 
Kelly said he turned into the room 
where four children were sleeping. He 
Then came the voice again. 
‘Slay utterly.” it commanded. ‘Suffer 
little children to come unto Me.” Kelly 
is quoted as saying he answered this 
with the muttering: “Yes, Lord, 
they’re coming now,” or “Yes, Lord, 
they’re coming.” Then, according to 
his listeners, Kelly told how he grasp- 
ed the handle of the ax and 0»pro- 
ceeded to kill the children. 

From the children’s room Kelly says 
he went into the room where Mr. and 
Mrs. Moore were sleeping, declared 
those who suid they heard the confes- 
sion. Here the voice again prompted 
him, “More work yet. There must be 
sacrifices of blood.” Kelly is said to 
have closed his confession by saying he 
told God he was working as fast ag 
he could. 

Preparing for Kelly’s Trial, 

Des Moines, Iowa, September 1.— 
With the reported repudiation of the 
alléged confession of Rev. George J. 
Kelly, itinerant clergyman, that he 
committed the Villisco ax murders of 
1912, preparations for his trial in con- 
nection with the murders next Tues- 
cer were continued today.

Charging that B. F. Shirley, knowing 
her to have a living husband, married 
her while she was in a “trance” 
brought on by eating some candy 
given to her by her aunt, Mrs. Noah 
Harp, at  Shirley’s instigation, Mrs. 
Sabbath Avary Head Savage Shirley 
filed in superior court, Saturday after- 
noon, two divorce suits—one a bill in 
equity praying for annulment of her 
marriage to Shirley on August 24 last, 
and the other a petition for divorce 
from Toy Savage, who lives near Lula, 
Ga., to whom she was married about 
four years ago. 

Not only has the case attracted much 
interest on account of the fact that two 
divorce suits were filed on the same 
day by Mrs. Shirley, but the bill in 
equity asking for annulment of the 
marriage with Shirley reveals one of 
the most sensational stories which has 
ever been on record in the divorce 
courts of Fulton county. 

It is charged‘in the suit filed for her 
by Attorney Leonard Grossman that 
while she was in a* state which ren- 
dered her entirely unconscious of what 
she was doing, Shirley was married

FRENCH SCORE

While the Italian offensive has the 
aspect of larger importance, the French 
assault in the Hurtebise region on the 
Aisne front Friday evening was pex- 
haps the most interesting develgpment 
of the 24 hours. In one sweep, after 
brief artillery preparation, General Pe- 
tain’s troops drove the Germans out of 
their trenches along a front of nearly a 
mile dn the Chemin des Dames and 
pushed the French lines forward more 
than 300 yards. The newly won ground 
was held against three counter attacks, 
Paris declares. 

In the Isonzo fighting on Friday Gen- 
eral Cadorna’s troops took more than 
700 additional prisoners, bringing the 
total for the offensive up to more than 
27,000. The Italians captured additiagz 
trench elements on the Carso and 
stood successfully violent ecuntér at- 
tacks by the Austrians on the slopes 
of Monte San Gabriele. 


STIFF RESISTANCE 
BY RUMANIANS. 


From the Russo-Rumanian front the 
German claims of successes are grow- 
ing less comprehensive. Field Marshal 
Von Mackenzen’s drive against the Mol- 
davian lines northeast of Fokshani does 
not seem to be gaining the force which 
it promised to attain for a time, and 
press dispatches have reported the Ru- 
manians hopeful of retaining Moldavia 
in ‘spite of heavy Teutonic pressure, 
Petrograd reports the repulse of an at- 
tack on the Rumanian lines in the Fok- 
shani region.

One 
of our airplanes is missing. 

“The mumber of German prisoners 
captured by the British jarmies in the 
month of August was 73279, including 
158 officers, making a thtal of 10,697 
prisoners, including 234 0 rs, taken 
by us since the morning of July 31. 

‘During the past month we have 
taken 38 guns, including six heavy 
guns; also 200 machine guns and 73 
trench mortars. These figures are ex- 
clusive of prisoners and guns captured 
in Flanders by our allies.” 


GERMAN REPORT 
ON OPERATIONS. 


Berlin, September 1.—(Via London.) 
Initial successes were gained by the 
French in an attack yesterday on the 
Aisne front near ,Hurtebise farm, but 
they were driven back subsequently, 
the war office announces. Heavy ar- 
tillery oe occurred near the Bel- 
gian coast and on both sides of Ypres. 

The announcement follows: 

“Army Group of Prince Rupprecht: 
In Flanders the vigorous, artillery duel 
continued in the dunes and on both 
sides of Ypres. Apart from forefield en- 
gagements there was no infantry ac- 
tivity. 

“In Artois after a quiet day the ar- 
tillery firing was revived in the eve- 
ning from La Bassee canal southward. 

“Front of the German Crown Prince: 
Near Hurtebise farm on the Chemin 
des Dames, the French, after violent 
artillery firing, attacked with strong 
forces. The enemy, who secured ini- 
tial successes, was thrown back by our 
counter attacks. Fighting for some 
trench sections continued desperately 
through the night. A number of pris- 
onérs remained in our handa. Attacks 
by the enemy at the Winterberg and 
south of Corbeny broke down with 
heavy losses. Before Verdun it was 
quiet during the day, but the artillery 
revived considerably in the evening. 

‘Front of Grand Duke Albrecht: An 
undertaking by Bavarian storming 
forces on the Rhine-Marne canal met 
with full success.

department, and Erle Barnes, of New 
rosk, assistant to the attorney gen- 
eral, 

At the hearing it developed that the 
postmaster general had, on June 28 
last, denied The Jeffersonian admission 
to the mails on the ground that It con- 
tained unmailable matter. The legal- 
ity of this conclusion was challenged 
and a rule was issued for a hearing on 
the writ’of injunction, 

Postmaster General Burleson, in his 
affidavit, quoted expressions from The 
Jeffersonian which led him to declare 
the publication unmailable. He said: 

“Deponent further says that in his 
judgment, in their entirety the issues 
(of The Jeffersonian) evidence a pur- 
pose and intent on the part of the pub- 
lisher to wilfully make or convey false 
reports or false statements with in- 
tent to interfere with the operation and 
success of the military or naval] forces 
of the United States, to wilfully ob- 
struct the recruiting enlistment serv- 
of the United States to the in- 
jury of the service, and that the circu- 
lation of such matter is causing an- 
tagonism and resistance among the 
people to the conduct of the war with 
respect to enlistments, execution of 
the draft and the sale of bonds to raise 
revenue to carry on the war.” 

Organized Propaganda. 


The postmaster general made affi- 
davit further that he was advised and 
believed that there is an organized 
propaganda which has inflamed a 
large body of people to such an extent 
that it constitutes in effect the advo- 
cacy of treason, insurrection and forci- 
ble resistance to the laws of the United 
States. 

Judge Speer in his decision denying 
the unjunction prayed for The Jeffer- 
sonian said: 

“A supreme measure of legislation 
enacted by congress for the successful 
prosecution of the great war in which 
the country is engaged, termed the .es- 
pionage act, in title L, section 3, de- 
clares that whoever, when the United 
States ig at war, shall wilfully make 
or convey false reports or faise state- 
ments with intent to interfere with the 
operation or success of the military or 
naval forces of the United States, or to 
promote the success of its enemies, and 
whoeven, when the United States is at 
war, shall wilfully cause or attempt to 
cause insubordination, disloyalty, mut- 
tiny or refusal of + ey | in the military 
or naval forces of_the United States, or 
shall wilfully obstruct the recruiting 
or enlistment services of the United 
States, shall be punished by a fine, etc.” 

He held that since a condition of 
war existed and soldiers and sailors of 
the United States were in the war zone 
prepared to engage the enemy that the 
activities of Mr. Watson had violated 
the above law.. 


MAILING PRIVILEGES ARE 
DENIED TO JEFFERSONIAN. 

Savannah, Ga., September 1,—Copies 
of the opinion of Judge Emory Speer, 
of the United States court for the 
aouthern district of Georgia, in the ef- 
fort of the Jeffersonian Publishing 
company, of Thomson, Ga., to retain its 
second-class mailing privileges, have 
been received in Savannah. The deci- 
sion which was renaered at Lake Fair- 
field, N. C., denies the injunction sought 
by the Jeffersonian Publishing com- 
pany to compel the postmaster at 
Thomson to accept The Jeffersonian un- 
der the second-class mailing privi- 
leges. Judge Speer’s decision, which is 
about 1,500 words in length, uotes 
frequently from the columns of The 
Jeffersonian to show its purpose ig to 
obstruct the recruiting or enlistment of 
men in the service of the United States. 
The decision concludes: 

“There is, moreover, an additional 
consideration of the weightiest charac- 
ter, which obliges the denial of .such 
an injunction as is here sought. An 
appeal is made to an American court 
of equity to oblige the postal author- 
ities of our country to contribute its 
mailing facilities for the furtherance 
and success of a propaganda against 
the nation as distinct as it is trucu- 
lent and dangerous. Under the familiar 
rule in equity, such an appeal is ad- 
dressed largely to the discretion of the 
court. It is to be determined by the 
conscience of the chancellor, and al- 
ways with proper regard to the public 
welfare. This imports the country’s 
welfare. And, a party seeking this ex- 
traordinary remedy, under a rule equal- 
ly familiar, must come into court with 
clean hands. 

“Can one be said to come with clean 
hands when the policy, methods and 
efforts he would maintain may cause 
his hands to be imbued In the blood 
of the demoralized and defeated armies 
of his countrymen? If, by such prop- 
aganda, American soldiers may be con- 
vinced that they are the victims of 
lawless and unconatitutional oppres- 
sion, vain indeed wil] be the efforts 
to make their deeds rival the glowing 
traditions of their hero strain. On 
the contrary, the world will behold 
America’s degradation and shame, the 
disintegration under fire of our line of 
battle, the inglorious flight of our deé- 
fenders, like the recent debacle of the 
Russian army, brought about by meth- 
ods much the same, the ultimate con- 
quest of our country, the destruction 
of its institution and the perishing of 
popular government on earth.

War conditions having shut off im- 
portation from foreign countries of 4 
large liat of ores, minerals and clays, 
which are used in hundreds of ways, 
has had the effect of stimulating both 


mining and selling of such materials 


in the United States. 

Realizing Georgia’s mineral re- 
sources the state chamber is working 
hard to help supply America’s need in 
this great emergency. 

The chamber has been successful in 
awakening mica mining in Georgia to 
@ considerable extent, putting more 
than five hundred mica owners of big 
and little mica deposits in direct touch 
with purchasers and definite data at 
hand shows that many are now selling 
profitably a hitherto dormant mineral, 
and many are making plans for great- 
er development. 

The Georgia chamber recently put 
the Anaconda Copper Mining company, 
of Butte, Mont., in touch with bauxite 
openings in Wilkinson and Floyd coun- 
ties, arranging for options on these 
properties, through interested parties 
and local chambers of commerce, and 


options on bauxite properties have been 
successfully and profitably conducted. 

he Anaconda people have a repre- 
sentative in Georgia at the present 
time and arrangements are being per- 
fected for the operation of these hold- 
ings, the bauxite to be shipped to the 
Anaconda reduction plants out west, 
which means the establishment of mills, 
installation of machinery and employ- 
ment of considerable labor, skilled and 


unskilled, and consequent weekly pay- 
rolls of considerable size. 


The Georgia chamber {s also work- 
ing on the development of limestone 
for agricultural purposes and to that 
end has helped to interest capital for 
pulverizing and crushing limestone, as 
well as the development of several 
large quarries in north and south Geor- 
gia, demonstrating to the planters the 
value, accessibility and cheapness of 
lime as a fertilizer for profitably rais- 
ing clover, alfalfa, hay, corn, legumes, 
and other cereals. Limestone doubles 
the yield after the first year, gradually 
increasing yields thereafter. 

The organization is als® working on 
Pyrites and other similar and equally 
valuable enterprises. For obvious rea- 
sons no publicity can be given until 


the work which is well under way, can 
be successfully consummated.

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SAXON ROADSTER ENDS 
TRIP AROUND COUNTRY 


Goes Around Rim of U. S. and 
Blazes Trail for New 
Boundary Highway. 


Saxon boundary roadster has com- 
pleted its journey around the rim of 
the country and blazed the trail for a 
National Boundary highway.

Growth of Auto Industry an‘ 
Effect of War Shown in 
interesting Figures.

In their weekly review on the oil 
trade. W. C. Coles & Co. show that the 
growth of the automobile industry has 
been a severe strain on gasoline sup- 
plies, the present 4,000,000 cars In use 
calling in the aggregate for about ¢,- 
000,000,000 gallons of “gas” a year. As 
of January 1, according to official fig- 
ures, there were registered in the coun- 
try 3,541,000 automobiles and trucks, 
and the new cars put into service since 
that date, after allowing for those 
scrapped, is estimated to carry the to- 
tal now doing duty to 4,000,000 at least. 

As recently as 1912 there were but 
about 1,000,000 autos in use inthe coun- 
try, and in 1908 there were but slightly 
over 200,000 men. The average mileage 
per car is about 6,000 a season, and on 
an average gasoline consumption of 12 
miles to the gallon, it is figured that 
each car calls for about 600 gallons of 

each year.

automobiles now require = 2,000,000,000 

allons of gasoline compared with 100,- 
£0,000 gallons in 1908. The growth in 
the output and number of automobiles 
in use since 1908 is shown below, the 
period taken being the automobile sea- 
son ended June 30, except for the 1917 
fizure, which is for the last half of the 
calendar year 1916:

In Canada, however, the condition has 
been apparently the Opposite, and au- 
tomobile manufacturers believe that the 
war conditions in the motor trade in 
this country will be akin to those of 
the Dominion rather than of England 
and France.

Pleading that DeKalb county's treas- 
ury is inadequate to keep pace with 
the requirements of the new city going 
up in that county at Camp Gordon, 
Commissioner of Roads and Revenue 
R. J. Freeman, of DeKalb county, has 
published a statement in the current 
issue of The DeKalb New Era, an- 
nouncing his decision not to comply 
with the demands that have been made 
upon him for improvements in DeKalb 
county. 

Commissioner Freeman could not be 
‘reached for icone Saturday, and 
it is not, therefore, known whether his 
decision applies’ to the proposed ,im- 
provement of the unpaved section of 
Peachtree road in Dekalb county, for 
which negotiations have been in prog- 
ress for some time, whereby a part of 
the money for the paving of the road 
would be furnished either by or 
through the public safety committee of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. 

. Made Definite Proposal. 
Commissioner Freeman 
made a definite statement before the 
public safety committee as to just 
what he would undertake to do, with 
certain help from the committee, in 
‘regard to the improvement of Peach- 
tree road. It is not known whether 
* Commissioner Freeman's statement ot 
his position as published in The New 
Era is intended as an abrogation of his 
agreement with the public safety com- 

mittee. 

The public safety committee 
working upon several plans for 
money with which to assist in paving 
the stretch of Peachtree road in De- 
Kalb county, and it is anticipated that 
a definite proposition from the commit- 
tee to the DeKalb county authorities 
within a short time will bring the en- 
tire matter to a head. 

The temporary road, through Brook- 
haven estates and over Candler road, is 
already open for traffic, and a road 
machine is being operated over it daily 
to keep it in condition for traffic, pend- 
ing the completion of the street car 
line to Camp Gordon and the paving 
of Peachtree road. 

Rapid progress is being made upon 
the oonstruction of the single-track 
trolley line to Camp Gordon, and both 
the Georgia Railway and Power com-

Judge Atkinson Delivers Ring- 
ing Address Defending the 
Administration and War. 


Marietta, Ga., September 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A splendid patriotic demonstra- 
tion was given here this afternoon on 
the grounds of the Marietta Golf club 
by the citizens of Marietta to the boya 
who will soon go forth to represent 
Cobb county In the national army and 
probably on the battle fields of France. 

The exercises began with a typical 
Georgia barbecue, to which not only 
the 200 men taken in the draft, but also 
their mothers, eisters and sweethearts 
had been invited. A local band fur- 
nished patriotic music for the occasion 
and a large number of people from 
Cobb and adjoining counties were 
present. 

Business engagements and other ar- 
rangements Kept the other speakers 
away who were scheduled to speak, but 
Judge Spencer Atkinson, of Atlanta, 
allowed the success of the day’sa enter- 
tainment to'suffer little through their 
absence. 

Following the introductory remarks 
by ex-Governor Brown, Judge Atkin- 
son hit immediately upon the fact that 
this was a just and provoked war and 
cautioned the selected men and those 
who would stay behind to “keep the 
home fires burning” against any who 
would argue that this was ‘“Wilson’s 
war” or the “rich man’s war and the 
poor man’s fight.” Contrary to this 
view, the judge held that there had 
never been a more democratic war, and 
this war was being fought by the Unit- 
ed States for the highest ideals of free- 
ever known, Having convinced his 
a just cause, the judge turned his at- 
tention to the defense of the adminis- 
tration in its methods of raising an 
army and in the disposition which was 
being made of the trained troops. Judge 
Atkinson supported his claim that con- 
scription was legal and not contrary to 
the true meaning of the constitution by 
quoting that section of the constitution 
which gives congress the right to de- 
clare war and to employ all means in 
its power to successfully carry on the 
same. 

The address closed with a ringing ap- 
peal for true patriots on the field and 
in the industrial and agricultural duties 
back home, and the boys were instruct- 
ed to carry their victory to the imperial 
castle at Potsdam and there tell the 
kaiser that no Georgian ever took or- 
ders from prince, king, noble or em- 
peror,

Big Chicago Concern May 
Establish Factory Here to 
Preserve Fruits and Vege- 
tables by Drying Process. 


In connection with plans for in- 
creased food production, storage and 
preservation. in Georgia, Edwin P. 
Ansley, one of the most prominent real 
estate promoters in Georgia, is in com- 
munication with officials of the famous 
Shoreman Dehydrating concern: with 
a view to securing one of the main 
branches of the concern for Atlanta 
with sub-branches in different parts 
of the state.

Brunswick, Ga., September 1.—(Spe- 
eial.)—President Allison and the two 
Georgia commissioners of the Dixie 
Highway association, Clark Howell, of 
The Atlanta Constitution, and W. T. 
Anderson. of The Macon Telegraph, 
discovered at the good roads meeting 
held here today that, while all the im- 
provements promised on the eastern 
route of the highway had not as yet 
been completed, Glynn county would 
soon vote on a bond igsue of $240,000 
for road improvement; that Camden 
county had already voted upon a bond 
issue for bridging the Satilla. 

The project has been approved by 
the government engineers and work 
will soon begin. McIntosh county is 
just about to realize $25,000 from a 
bond issue for improvement work on 
the highway, and every county between 
Savannah and Brunswick and Bruns- 
Wick and Jacksonville has made im- 
Provements on the road during the 
Past several months.

route to the other. He said he realiz- 
ed that there were many obstacles, in 
the mountain sections, in many of the 
interior counties and through the coast 
counties, but by co-operation between 
the people generally and the various 
county commissioners, all of these ob- 
stacles could be overcome and the road 
would soon receive financial aid from 
the government, and would not only 
furnish the government an exéellert 
highway for travel, but would bring to 
this section thousands and thousands of 
visitors annually, 

President Allison stated that he re- 
ceived not hundreds of inquiries month- 
ly concerning the condition of the road 
in this section, but that thousands of 
these inquiries were answered, and he 
was sorry to say that in some instances 
he had to inform the inquirers that the 
roads were not in the best of condi- 
tion.

New York, September 1.—(Special.)— 
Henry Clews, in his weekly review of 
the financial situation, says: 

Liquidation in the stock market has 
now continued with slight interruption 
for several weeks., This downward 
movemen@was based entirely upon dis- 
position to discount price-fixings upon 
the injurious effects of an excessive 
profits tax, and upon the growing 
prospects of peace. All three of these 
influences mean a reduction, though 
not necessary an early end of war 
profits which had been the principal 
basis of abnormal advanes in the war 
industrials. Some idea of the volume 
of these orders will be gained from the 
fact that during the fiscal year our 
exports of war materials amounted to 
$2,127,000,000, of which $800,000,000 was 
explosives, $187,000,000 chemicals, $120,- 
000,000 copper and brass, $95,000,000 fire 
arms, $90,000,000 automobiles, $87,000,- 
000 horses and mules, $84,000,000 metal 
working egg te and $27,000,000 
wire. In the fiscal year 1915-16, our 
total war exports were $1,329,000,000; 
the increase last year being chiefly in 
explosives, firearms, copper and brass. 

Since the war began in 1914, our total 
exports of munitions have amounted to 
$3,892,000,000, last year’s shipments 
being about 6 per cent of that total 
The profits in these transactions, as is 
well known, have been very heavy, and 
it ig easy to calculate in what direc- 
tion their curtailment will be first ap- 
plied. 

Shrinkage of Profits. 

Whether the coming shrinkage of 
profits has been fully discounted or 
not, remains to be seen. For the time 
being the market has been much dis- 
turbed by these developments; and 
there is little doubt that the high ‘water 
mark of war profits has been perma- 
nently passed, and that a great deal of 
liquidation has been resorted to by 
those who foresaw these conditions. 

It will be months, however, before 
any treaty of peace can be signed, and 
months more before disbandment is

FOODSTUFFS DATA 


~ FOR STATE SOUGHT 


Information About Condi- 
tions in Georgia Asked of 
Dealers in Many Cities for 
Herbert Hoover. | 


Federal and state food inspectors are 
co-operating in a campaign to find out 
exactly how much foodstuffs Georgia 
has in stock. *The information has been 
asked for by Herbert C. Hoover, the 
new national food administrator, and 
will be used in the national food con- 
servation plan. 

The national government has sent In- 
spector McManus to Georgia to repre- 
sent the department of agriculture, and 


he is now in Americus, Ga., taking an 
inventory of the foodstuffs there, in 
company with P. A. Methvin, of At- 
lanta, whe is the chief food inspector 
~ the state department of agricul- 
ure. 

Twenty cities in this state will be 
visited and an accurate record made 
of the foodstuffs on hand in each place, 
Every food-manufacturing establish- 
ment, every storage warehouse, whole- 
sale and retail establishments will ‘be 
visited and asked to tell exactly how 
many pounds of butter, how many bush- 
els of potatoes—in fact, how many 
bushels and pounds and gallons of 
— sort of foodstuff they have on 

and. 

From the figures obtained in these 
places a summary will be made of the 
approximate amount of foodstuffs in 
the entire state, and this information 
will be forwarded to Mr. Hoover's de- 
partment in Washington. The big es- 
tablishments in Atlanta have been 
asked to make personal inventories for 
the government and a number of them 
have already forwarded the figures. 

At the same time: the inspectors are 
collecting the foodstuffs data they are 
urging food dealers to conserve their 
supplies as much as possible, and 
through the dealers they are reaching 
the householders in‘an effort to hold 
down food consumption to the lowest

Colonel Herbert J. Slocum is com- 
mandant of the training camp, and 
Captain E. N. Woodbury is camp adju- 
tant. Both these officers served in 
this capacity during the first camp, 
but Major McCleave, the senior in- 
structor of the first camp, has been 
ordered back to his regiment in Okla- 
homa. 

Major Anderson rose from the ranks. 
He enlisted in the regular army in 
1896 and has an enviable record be- 
hind him of active service in the Phil- 
ippines, Cuba and Mexico. 
accompany General Pershing into Mex- 
ico, but was with General Funston 
during the occupation of Vera Cruz in 
1914. 

Prominent Georgians. 

Adjutant General J. Van Holt Nash, 
of Georgia, is one of the most promis- 
ing recruits in the camp. W. T.. Wa-

Anderson said, will receive the same

Under the course of instruction out- 
lined by .Major Anderson, three days 
of the fourth week of instruction the 
infantry will spend in trenches. Here 
they will do their cooking, and con- 
duct themselves as though they were 
actually under fire. Any man who 
raises, his head above the parapet will 
be severely reprimanded and tnay re- 
ceive even harsher punishment. The 
barbed-wire entanglements will be 
constructed here and it ig probable that 
the students will become acquainted 
with them during a sham-battle. Rifle- 
bombs and hand grenades will also be 
extensively used here, and from all ap- 
pearances, the war department has 
picked out all the flaws from the course 
of instruction of the first camp, and the 
men in the second will receive more 
actual) instruction in their course of 
conduct under fire than those in the 
first. The trenches used during the 
first camp will be extended on a front 
of 500 yards, sufficient to hold the en- 
tire four battalions of infantry, except 
perhaps one, which will be heid in 
reserve.

Their Presence in Wyoming 
Causes Mystery Talk 
as to Origin. 


While following an extinct railroad 
which serves as a road between 
Rawlins and Wamsutter, Wyo., pilots 
ef the Elin “Six” National All Trails 
scout car, now on its 12,000 miles trip 
over the Lincoln highway, Old Trails 
route and Dixie highway, ran into the 
first mystery of their journey, accord- 
ing to a report just received from Rock 
Springs, Wyo. 
both sides of the road they ob- 
Served thousands of flowers in full 
bloom and of varieties not native to 
that part of the country. In trying to 
figure out how these flowers came to 
be there, the crew concluded that in 
‘the days when trains ran over this road 
@ wreck occurred and one of the trains 
in the accident carried a carload of 
seeds en route for some other point. 
The drivers can account for the strange 
flowers in no other way. 

Details of the trip of the Elgin show 
that on the run between Cheyenne and 
Rock Springs, Wyo., the car encoun- 
tered what are probably the worst road 
eonditions they will face on the Lin- 
coln highway portion of their journey. 
They were fortunate in having dry 
weather while making this leg of the 
trip, but state that the roads furnished 
@ severe test to the car nevertheless, 
and that several stretches are. still 
practically impossible to negotiate in 
rainy weather. 

It is learned that A. F. Bement, secre- 
tary of the Lincoln Highway associa- 
tion, and F. A. Sieberling, one of the 
leading enthusiasts, will leave Detroit 
for Salt Lake City September 5, and 
make a tour of inspection in President 
Joy’s camp car, going over the route 
of the All Trails scout car. This trip 
is indicative of the interest being taken 
by the highway officials in improving 
the condition of the roads at their 
worst stretches. 

Between Cheyenne and Rawlins the 
erew of the Elgin found it necessary to 
climb long, steep hills which in many 
places are full of ruts and sand, and 
Must be traveled on low and interme- 
diate gear a large portion of the way. 
In driving at night the pilot must have 
an assistant, they state. who will con- 
tinually use a spot light to show up 
the treacherous turns the driver must 
take. 

Coming into the Granite canyon the 
highway descends a long steady hill 
and there is another steep hill just be- 
fore reaching Rawlins where the car 
may coast for miles, using no power. 
The road leading into Medicine Bow is 
rough and full of treacherous ditches 
and chuck-holes. For 25 miles going 
west of Rawlins it -is tmpossible to 
travel more than 10 miles an hour, and 
for 10 miles it is necessary to drive at 
a 5-mile-per-hour rate. From Wam- 
sutter to Rock Springs, the highway is 
reported to be in good condition, espe- 
cially near Rock Springs.

FORD PLANT TO MAKE 
—5Q TRACTORS A DAY 


The Dearborn Factory Almost 
Ready to Begin Great 
Work for Farmers. 


Henry Ford's tractor, which has been 
looked forward to with interest by ev- 
ery dealer in automobiles in the farm- 
ing districts of the country, is just en- 
tering production. The factory of Hen- 
ry Ford & Son, at Dearborn, Mich., is 
busy unloading freight cars of ma- 
chinery‘to install in the new tractor 
plant, which has been completed in 
Some parts and which is being added 
to in others. 

The combination of years of study 
and experimenting on an idea conceiv- 
ed ten years ago is about to be reached 
in a stream of fifty finished tractors a 


day from the Dearborn plant. In all 
robability the first few thousand will 

e absorbed by Great Britain, but the 
factory is being built upon such a scale 
that both foreign and domestic wants 
will soon be taken care of. 

The Ford tractor incorporates’ the 
well-known Henry Ford idea of sim- 
plicity and accessibility, light weight 
and good materials. The tractor weighs 
2,500 pounds and will readily do the 
work of four horses in plowing and har- 
vesting. 

In a great many instances one part 
has been made to do the work or two 
or three, and a notable instance of this 
is that the tractor has no frame. The 
housings for the engine, gearbox and 
rear axle not only fulfill their own 
functions, but act as the structural sup- 
port besides. 

By this elimination of parts, light- 
ness and simplicity have bten obtained 
and big and economical production made 
possible. 

Taking the machine as a whole, it is 
best described as a unit construction. 
The power plant, transmission and rear 
axle housings are bolted together so 
as to form one solid piece, which acts 
as the backbone of the machine. This 
unit is mounted flexibly on the front 
axle so that no undue stresses are im- 
posed on the running gear by irregu- 


larity of the ground.—From The Motor 
World, August 22, 1917.

The United States treasury depart- 
ment is now carefully considering the 
Suggestion that a paid advertising cam- 
paign be inaugurated in the interest of 
the next issue of Liberty Loan bonds, 
according to a telegram received by St. |= 
Elmo Massengale, chairman of the pub- = 


licity committee of the Liberty Loan!S 
committee for the Atlanta Federal |= 


Reserve bank territory, from Secretary | = 
William G. McAdoo. ‘The message in7 
full is as follows: Ji 


“I am _ receiving numerous communica- 
tions as to the attitude of the treasur 
department, with respect to the campaign 
now in progress in the country to induce 
the government to engage in a policy of 
paid advertising, in connection with fu- 
ture issues of the Liberty Loan. It is nec- 
@ssary, therefore, that the position of the 
department should be made clear. 

“In the first Liberty Loan campaign, the 
department did not pay for any advertis- 
ing space in the newspapers, street cars, 
billboards or other mediums. Some news- 
papers voluntanmly advertised the loan, free 
of cost to the government, as did street 
car, billboard and other advertising agen- 
cies. In addition, many bankers, invest- | 
ment houses, merchants and others, in- 
epired by the same public spirit, bought 
advertising space or gave over to the Lib- 
erty Loan part of the advertising space for 
which they had contracted. 

Erroneous Impression. \, 

“There seems to be an impression that 
the treasury department, in the first Lib- 
erty Loan campaign, applied for free ad- 
vertising or paid for advertising in some 
papers and not in others. That is entirely 
erroneous. The treasury department did 
mot ask newspaper publishers for free ad- 
vertising because I realize that the news- 
papers’ only profitable commodity is ad- 
vertising space and that there are many 
papers which are not able to give free ad- 
vertising, especially in view of the high 
cost of paper. 

“Newspapers and press associations loy- , 
ally co-operated with the government in 
the first Liberty Loan. News and editorial 
columns were devoted most generously to 
the issue. : 

“They carried its message into every 
home in America and deserve great praise 
for their service of patriotism. The peo- | 
ple of the country want to know the finan- 
cial needs of the government and the de- 
tails of the issue of bonds. That is news. | 
This information was given to them in | 
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newspapers and pfess associations have the 
satisfaction of knowing that they heve 
contributed immeasurably to the success of 
the loan. Success could not have been ac- 
complished ‘without their aid and co-opera- 
tion. I have no doubt that the government 
will have the same genuine support from 
them in their news and editorial columns 
fim connection with the second issue. 

“The question of paid advertising pre- 
sents a serious problem for the govern- 
ment. The value of such advertising can 
not be doubted and if the operation could 
be governed by the same considerations as | 
those which determine the action of private” 
enterprises, it would be much simplified. | 
A private enterprise may advertise in a 
selected number of mediums most useful | 
for its purposes, and may control its ex- | 
penditures for that purpose without any 
limitation except its own desires or ability 
to pay. . 

Must Use Every Newspaper. 

“If the government engages in such a 
campaign it must advertise in every news- 

aper and periodicals in America, without 

jecrimination. All must have equal treat- 

ment and should have equal treatment. 
The government must be thoroughly dem- 
ocratic and impartial in a matter of this 
sort, to make the advertising thorough and | 
effective. It should be dene on a broad and 
liberal scale. 

‘The cost of such an undertaking would 
be very great and would exceed the ap- 
propriation which the congress has thus 
far made available for the sale of Liberty 
bonds. Vie is, however, being 
care ered by the department, but 
obviously a final decision cannot be reached 
until more light has been received as to 
the cost of an effective advertising cam- 
paign and until it has been decided what 
appropriations will be made available by 
the congress for the future issues of Lib- 
erty bonds.”’

Followibg the publication of an illuminat- 
ing article on the potential might of the 
Chattahoochee river, by B. M. Hall, in The 
Constitution’s supplement of August 19, we 
present in the magazine section of this issue 
apother story, especially prepared for The 
Constitution by the same author, telling what 
has been done in a sister state toward the 
development of its chief river, the Black 
Warrior, in Alabama. Elsewhere upon this 
page is given a brief sketch of Mr. Hall, tell- 
ing who he is and epitomizing some of his 
engineering attainments.

In today’s article and profile drawing Mr. 
Hall shows how the Black Warrior was, by a 
series of dams and locks, converted into a 
- Bavigable watercourse connecting Birming- 
ham with the gulf of Mexico—a distance of 


426 miles, and attaining an elevation of 244 
feet! And he shows that topography and 
conditions generally affecting the Black War- 
rior project are not dissimilar to those affect- 
ing the proposed improvement of the Chat- 
tahoochee; yet in the latter project the pos- 
sibilities are far and away beyond what they 
ever were on the Black Warrior. 

For instance, the Black Warrior has only 
approximately one-tenth of the flow that the 
Chattahoochee has, and only about one- 
seventeenth the horse-power potentiality! 
And the Alabama improvement was made 
with an eye single to navigation, and the 
project was developed in such a way as to 
:gminimize future water-power development. 
Thus what is to be done on our own river 
may be done in the light of experience. We 
may profit by Alabama’s mistakes, and de- 
velop the Chattahoochee so as to conserve its

requires no far stretch of the imagination to 


anticipate the tremendous advantages this 
city would gain by the proposed AJmprove- 
ment Mr. Hall details. It would give this 
commercial center of the southeast direct 
water transportation facilities connecting it 
withthe ocean highways; and the effect that 
would have upon rates for all manner of 
freight transportation would prove inesti- 
mably beneficial to this city, and to every 
phase of industry in this city and territory. 

Surely the facts of accomplishment in 
the Black Warrior project, together with 
the authentic prophesy of the Chattahoo- 
chee’s possibilities and a fair comparison of 
the one with the other, admit of no question- 
ing that Atlanta and Georgia. indeed are 
sleeping on their opportunities and are neg- 
lectful of perhaps their greatest unutilized 
economic asset in permitting the river, year 
in and year out, to waste its wealth and pour 
its potentiaHties unused into the sea. 

And this accomplished engineer’s treat- 
ment of the subject is well worth reading 
and pondering by every forward-looking citi- 
zen whose interests and heart are centered 
in the prosperity and future greatness of this 


territory.

NICKNAMING THE SOLDIERS. 


Of the multifarious nicknames that have 
been suggested for our soldiers in, and to be 
in, France, not one has been found to fit. 

As though in competition in a prize con- 
test for the best “slogan,” the best limerick 
or the nearest correct solution of a rebus, 
the pseudonym suggestions have been for 
some weeks pouring into the nation’s edito 
rial rooms from every city, town, village, 
hamlet and cross roads from one end of 
the country to the other; yet not one has 
measured up to more than purely local or 
individual fancy. 

For the most part the suggested names 
have been labored; they plainly suggest the 
midnight lamp and the individual desire to 
“invent” something that will live and bring 
fame to the inventor, And monickers that 
live do not come that way! 

Many of them are so silly and foolish, 
or so like a marshmallow, as to bar them 
from “the limelight of publicity;” but 
enough of them have got over,the desk and 
past the composing room to give the layman 
a general idea of the run of them and con- 
vince him beyond peradventure that a nick- 
name to live must, like a poet, be ‘born, not 
made!” 

“‘Sammies” has been tried, but vetoed by 
the lads for whom it was intended by its 
author. Those upon whom the well-mean- 
ing author would confer the verbal decora- 
tion say they don't want to wear it. Nor 
can we blame them. Somebody, with sec- 
tionalism obliteration in his eye, suggested 
“Johnny Yank.” It won't do. Neither will 
“Americs,” ‘“Teddys,’ “Samsons,’ nor any 
one of the hundreds suggested. They're all 
either too far-fetched, too stilted, too trite, 
too effeminate, too :namby-pamby, too in- 
sipid or too something-or-other to fill the 
bill, and the amateur would-be coiners might 
as well—better, in fact—apply themselves 
to the production of war-fodder or to knit- 
ting “comfys” for the boys in khaki. 

Anyhow, the latter, when all is said and 
done, would rather have a good warm pair 
of knitted yarn socks this coming winter 
than the most elegant nickname possible to 
concelwe or concoct. 

A nickname to be worth the breath it 
takes to utter it must grow. It can’t be 
made, like a pair of gloves or a saw-horse; 
and the time being spent in struggling to 
produce “the best seller” nickname for our 
soldier-boys is time worse than wasted. 
When one is finally hit upon—accidentally 
and spontaneously, as it doubtless will be- 
fore our fellows are in the fighting very long 
—the army will take it to its bosom, and 
the soldiers’ own approval will immediately 
popularize it. And it will be a fitting and 
altogether appropriate name, like “Dick” 
and “Bob” and “Jim” and “Hank” and 
“Raz” are invariably appropriate to the 
wearers of them—and loved by their wear- 
ers, at that. 

Holmes immortalized and expressed the 
true sentiment in the nickname when he 
wrote “Bill and Jo”— 


‘Come, dear old comrade, you and I 
Will steal an hour from days gone by, 
The shining days when life was new, 
And all was bright with morning dew, 
The lusty days of long ago, 


When you were Bill and I was Jo. 
= « . ” e » . 


Today, old friend, remember still, 

That I am Jo and you are Bill.” 

Let the soldier-boys have a nickname, by 
all means. But don't try to give it to them— 
give them something else. Just turn them 
loose in the face of the Germans, with plen- 
ty of powder and a good gun apiece, and 
they will nickname themselves before long, 
never fear! 

Or, if they fall to find one themselves, 
rest assured the French or the English or 
the Germans will find one for them!

A LOYAL SIOUX PATRIOT. 


Once upon a time a philosopher admon- 
ished the sluggard to “go to the ant; con- 
sider her ways and be wise.” 

With equal appropriateness today the 
slacker, the pacifist, the disloyal agitator 
against the military policies of our zgovern- 
ment might be bidden ponder the words of 
a certain reservation red man and imbibe 
a needed lesson in loyalty and patriotism! 

The “Siwash” in question ig, in the “Bog- 
ton man’s” vernacular, Chief John Grass, the 
Shiasapa-Teton Sioux. : 

Chief John Grass, a very old man, conva- 
lescing from a recent illness that took him 
to the very shadow of the gateg to the happy 


hunting ground, has dictated a message to/| 


his people, which for downright American 
sentiment and inherent love of justice, to- 
gether with native aboriginal fearlessness to 
do or to die for principle, is hard to beat. 
‘Certainly had it been delivered from the 
floor of the United States senate by a sena- 


tor—any senator—the author might justly 
feel proud of his effort, and Uncle Sam un- 
doubtedly would sanction its being franked 
to every citizen—man, woman and child—in 
the land, without a regret of the cost. 

The chief speaks to his people through 
his son, Mato Watakpe; and he discusses the 
war, not from the standpoint of the histo- 
rian, the political economist, nor from that 
of one whose heart is embittered against the 
“paleface” because of confessedly rank in- 
justices done his race in years gone by; but 
from the standpoint of a simple Indian who 
knows right from wrong, and who ever 
stands for what he thinks is right. And he 
speaks in a manner that suggests a Socrates 
or a Moses! — 

“I am not afraid for my people to enlist,” 
he says, for “they would have a chance for 
death in battle, and honor. I am telling you 
my heart, what is in it, my son.” 

But here is the complete kernel of this 
noble red man’s message to his fellow red 
men, which no red-blooded citizen, regard- 
less of the color of his skin, can read but 
with pride and profit: 


“When I was a young man and went 
to battle I did not think of the danger, 
but tried to escape from death so I could 
give counsel to my people and be of more 
service to them after my experiences, I 
have heard all about thie war with those 
German people across the greater water, 
It gives me almost a fear when I think 
that if the United States is defeated we 
would be under obligations to some 
etrange people. If the United States is 
successful I will be proud. I am not 
afraid for my people to enlist. They 
would have a chance for death in battle 
and honor. I am telling you my heart, 
what is in it, my son, Mato Watakpe. 

“Ever since I'was a young man I have 
been willing to help°the white man, and 
now that I am an old man I do not want 
to fight white people. But these Germans 
are not Americans, and have struck us, 
now every man should fight. 

“When | was a young man and we 
fought our jenemies. we did not wait for 
dinner, but fought at once to win or lose 
a fight. 

“You may tell the people—the great 
white people—that they must fight hard, 
with happy) hearts, and that Chief John 
cet ane eee Sioux, believes 

untry will win with honor be- 
Cause we are in the right.” 


Simple language, that; but what expres. 
sion! What philosophy! What wisdom! 

It is the simple language from one whose 
expression and philosophy are taken fresh 
from nature; and who gets his wisdom di- 
rectly from the fountain of all wisdom, the 
aboriginee's Great Spirit, which to him is the 
embodiment of all that is right and truthful 
and just. 

In comparison with such a sermon on 
patriotism as this Sioux has uttered, all of 
the so-called oratory of the La Follettes, the 
Reeds, the Gores and the Hardwicks during 
the last four|and a half months is like the 
malicious scolding of a sparrow measured 
against the booming of a bull-bat. 

This “poor Indian” may be of “untutored 
mind;’’ but many who profess culture may 
learn a useful lesson from his words. 


AS WAR COMES CLOSE. 


With streets that echo the tread of the 
home boys in khaki on the march to the 
training camps, or grouped there by thou- 
sands ready for the strenuous work ahead of 
them, war and the understanding of it— 
though not yet in all its mighty meaning— 
is, indeed, “coming home to us.” 

But the great hosts of them are still “at 
home”; and for a brief while we shall have 
them with us, until they join their comrades 
on the far war fronts. ; 

But what brings the war even closer to 
us is stressed by the Kansas City Star in 
this: 


France was far across the ocean. But 
now, with “Jim's boy” in France and the 
“oldest Brown boy" and ‘‘the two Sher- 
man boys’ to tie us up to the war, France 
will not seem so far away.

NO. 8—-THE DEFEAT OF THE SPANISH ARMADA. 


Fire and Steam and the Sea’ Kings of England Kept Philip From Realizing 
His Dream of a World Empire.

It is said that before the start 
present hostilities Winston Churchill, then 
first lord of the British admiralty, mobilized 
the grand fleet in defiance of orders not to 
do so and thus was ready to epring at Ger- 
many with every sea dog of England when 
the war broke forth. If Colonel Churchill 
thus acted he had high Englieh example in 
the case of Lord Howard of Effingham. It 
was he who, as high admiral of England in 
1588, disobeyed most flagrantly Queen Eliza- 
beth’'s own order to dismantle part of his 
fleet and was, therefore, possessed of the 
strength to smash the great armada of Spain 


when its lofty galleons came rolling into the | 


channel. 

Spain was at that time, perhaps, the most 
powerful nation in the world. England was 
by comparison feeble. Spain sought world 
empire. Her Philip believed it possible 
to make himself the head of a universal mon- 
archy, sharing power only with the pope. 
England stood in his way. Hence, the dis- 
patch of the armada to make England vassal 
to Spain, burn her heretics and establish 
the sway of Philip over both the old and the 
new hemispheres. 

Howard, with his captains, waa ata game 
of bowls in Plymouth town When there came 
scuttling into the harbor a Scotch privateer 
with the news that the armada was even 
then off the Cornish coast. Forthwith there 
was a rush of messengers, a lighting of alarm 
fires and a press of captains for their ships. 
Only Sir Francis Drake remained uncon- 
cerned. There was time, he observed, both 
to win the game and beat the Spaniard. So 
aiming their bowls very carefully and coolly 
they finished what Hallam reckons the “best 
and bravest match that ever was scored,” 

The royal navy, augmented now by sev- 
eral times its number of armed merchantmen, 
had gotten together a fleet of 191 vessels, 
The bitterly punished but still indomitable 
Dutch sent some help from Holland. The 
largest vessel of all was the Triumph, meas- 
uring 1,100 tons. The number of men was 
slightly over 17,000. Howard, commanding, 
was himself a Catholic, but though Philip 
proclaimed his cause the cause of the church 
against the heretic, Howard and all the 
other English Catholics remained splendidly 
loyal. 

Against them Philip sent a force, the tre- 
mendous extent of which is given by Hak- 
luyt. The vessels numbered 160, no less than 
64 of them galleons, which Hakluyt says 
were of “an huge bignesse and of marvellous 
force and so high that they resembled great 
castles.” Manning the fleet were 8,000 aail- 
ors, 2,088 elaves and 20,000 soldiers, besides 
nobles and gentlemen, all under command of 
the Duke of Medina Sidonia. At Dunkirk, 
the great Spanish general, Farnese, was col- 
lecting another fleet for the transport of 
troops to England as soon as the armada 
should win the command of the seas. 

“The Invincible Armada,” a6 the Spaniards 
termed it, entered the channel, headed for 
Plymouth in the hope of surprising the 'fng- 
lish, found Howard sallying forth to meet 
it and stood off for unkirk. Howard 
firat sighted the enemy on Saturday, the 
20th of July. Letting the great fleet 
ass he followed, harrying it \ severely 
hat the Spaniards lost several stips. Medina 
Sidonia at last brought his ships to anchor 
in Calais roadstead, its larger craft lying 
in the outer circle. Howard dared not at- 
tack at close quarters, since his vessels were 
much inferior in_tonnage and in ordnance, 
while, as Sir Walter aleigh says, “the 
Spaniard had an army on board him and 


of the | 


Howard had none.” However, on the night 
of the 29th he sent in eight fireships, 60 
alarming the Spaniards that they cut their 
cables and put to sea. One of the largest 
galeasses fouled another and went ashore. 
In the confusion the rest of the fleet became 
badly scattered so that in the morning the 
feat of reassembling in fleet formation was 
most difficult. Now was the opportunity 
of the English to attack on something like 
equal terma. 

Drake and Fener were the first to tackle 
their cumbersome foes. Then the rest, with 
the lord admiral plunging in himself. While 
the action wae that of detached vessels 
rather than squadrons, it was general and 
it was furiously hot. Drake was hulled 
no leas than forty times and his cabin was 
shot out from under him. The shot of a 
demi culverin landed on the dinner table 
of the Earl of Northumberland. But the 
Tnglish ships were the smarter sailors, the 
English got the weather gauge and they 
kept their vessels in a smother of smoke and 
flame as they smote the unwieldly Spanish 
hulls, on the decks of which huddled the 
great mass of soldiery, worse than useless 
in this action, where the English simply 
would not come to close quarters and fight 
the matter out with boarders. Sir Martin 
Frobisher was at one time in action with 
no leas than four of the enemy's vessels. 
Drake sank a galleon which took to the 
bottom with her no less than 1,000 men. His 
formation broken, his ships shattered, the 
Duke of Medina Sidonia was driven past 
Dunkirk, where lay the flotilla of Farnese 
hopelessly imprisoned by Justinius and his 
Dutch blockaders. Before a southerly breeze 
the Spaniard ran for the north, abandoning 
the effort to wain command of the seas and 
hoping only to round Scotland and make 
his way back home. . 

The rest ie a pitiful tale. The English 
followed until August 2, their guns thunder- 
ing and their hearts exulting as now and 
then a tail ship plunged beneath the waves. 
Then perceiving an apparent shift of the 
Spanish course toward Norway and being 
themselves well nigh out of ammunition 
they thought it best, in the words of Drake, 
to “leave them to those boisterous and un- 
couth northern seas.”

The clumsy Spanish 
ships were hard put to it to keep afloat. 
Many of them foundered at sea with all 
on board. At least 19 are known to have 
gone ashore om the coast of Ireland, where 
the Irish either put the survivors to the 
sword or sent them with Ralters round their 
necks to Elizabeth at London Of all the 
magnificent fleet which had put to sea with 
guc pageantry and ride lese than fifty 
craft succeeded in making their way back 
to Spanish ports. 

Philips’s dream of world conquest was at 
an end. Not so much as a single English 
pinnace had the great armada 6unk ne 
land and the seas about her were to remain 
free and unconquered. The sea kings of 
Britain had eaved her and in truth singed 
the beard of the King of Spain.

It leaves 
to the imagination the real Hall, the man 
who sees “books in the running brooks” and 
“‘germons in stones’’—in other words, the 
man of insight into nature’s possibilities and 
of vision. . 

Two of his greatest accomplishments had 
to do with the Elephant Butte, N. M., and the 
Porto Rico irrigation projects for Uncle Sam. 

The first was developed according to his 
general plan and made possible immediately 
by his splendid abilities as an engineer- 
diplomat and the confidence men naturally 
grow to feel in him and his integrity; the 
latter, it might be said, is wholly his own 
handiwork—so far, at least, as the con- 
ception, planning and direction of it goes, 

Elephant Butte Dam. 

Flephant Butte dam is a structure 1,206 
feet long at its crest, 400 feet at its base} 
$06 feet high from bedrock, and 212 feet 
thick at the base. It impounds as a storage 
irrigation and power reservoir a lake with its 
surface covering approximately 42,000 acres; 
with 200 miles of shore line, a maximum 
depth of more than 175 feet and an average 
depth of about 66 feet, and containing 863,- 
200,000,000 gallons of water supplied by the 
Rio Grande—or water enough to cover the 
State of Connecticut to the depth of ten 
inches, or to fill a pipe four feet in diameter 
and long enough to reach almost 70 times 
around the world! 

And that remarkable lake—having a once 
desert as its bed—is not called Rio Grande 
lake nor Elephant Butte lake, but Lake B. M. 
Hall! (See official charts of the United 
States government.) It was named for the 
man who made it possible, and according to 
whose general plans it was created to af- 
ford life-giving water for the arid valleys 
below—enough to cover 2,642,282 acres of 
desert to a depth of one foot. 

This tremendous reservoir has about twice 
the capacity of that back of the famous 
Roosevelt dam, and several times the capac- 
ity of the lake formed by the great As- 
gsouan dam across the Nile in Egypt. Thus 
the dam that Hall planned is the greatest in 
the world, and itis a matter of distinct compli<- 
ment to the engineer that the lake it im- 
pounds was named for him. 

Of this lake, which is rapidly growing in 
fame as a summer resort in the torrid southe- 
west, the Associated Press, on July 14, care 
ried this dispatch: 

“Elephant Butte, N. M. July 14— 
Lake B. M. Hall, which was formed when 
the big $8,000,000 government reclamation 
dam was thrown across the Rio Grande, 
is becoming a summer resort for the 
southwest. The government has stocked 
the lake with fish, and a number of 
rowboats and motor boats have been put 
into commission on the big artificial lake. 
This lake has a desert for a floor and 
the yucca and cactus plants may be seen 
on the bottom of the lake.” 

The Part He Plinyed. 

At the dedication of the 'Mlephant Butte 
dam, October 19, 1916, Arthur P. Davis. di- 
rector and chief engineer of the reclamation 
service, in the course of an address in which 
he recounted the vicissitudes and the diffi- . 
culties which beset him in the fulfillment of 
hie mission to reclaim the lands in the vi- 
cinage of El Paso and Las Cruces, said in 
reference to Mr. Hall's part in the entere 
prise: 

“. . . I discovered that the next great 
problem was the problem of diplomacy, 

. and, by great good luck more than 

because of any skill of mine, selected Mr. 
B. M. Hall to take up the problem. Mr. 
Hall was placed in charge to work up the 
details and take it up with the people 
from time to time and present it. .., 
Mr. Hall took the matter up with Mr. 
Follett, along with other leading men 
and when he showed them the logic o 
this situation . .. he convinced Mr. Fol- 
lett that this was the proper plan, and 
Mr. Follett committed himself to the Ele- 
phant Butte dam as more feasible than 
the international dam And from thag 
time on we had his support, as long as he 
was permitted to support us. 

“Through statements made by Mr. 
Hall and others he had met in the mean- 
time, the Irrigation Congress committed 
itself in favor of this great Blephant 
Butte dam project as outlined to them b 
Mr. Hall; and the two valleys got behin 
| . .@That is the history up to that 
Mr. Hall was in charge of the sur-

From the Elephant Butte project Mr. Hall 
was commissioned by Uncle Sam to go to the 
southern part of Porto Rico and put a stop 
to the two frequently recurring crop fail- 
ures on account of drouth. That was in 1908; 
and two and & half years later he had planned 
a $5,000,000 irrigation plant, involving four 
storage dams, 143, 115, 110 and 60-feet high, 
respectively; two tunnels through the moun- 
tain range separating the northern from the 
southern part of the island, and fifty miles 
of main canal. 

Was Genius of the Project. 

The conception and the plans all came out 
of Mr. Hall’s brain, his vision and his pe- 
cullar ability to size up engineering possibil- 
ities The project was completed, as stated 
above, at a cost of approximately $5,000,000; 
and that sum, great as it is, has been more 
than earned to the sugar planters of the dig- 
trict each year since the water was turned 
on! 

The engineer found that the difficulty 
down there was that, while there was plenty 
of rainfall north from the mountains, to the 
south from them the average was only 4@ 
inches per annum-—far from a sufficiency te 
insure a crop. 

To this rainfall of 40 inches of water, 
the Hall project has added 48 inches; and 
there has been no difficulty from. lack of 
moisture since his plans were put into ef- 
fect. 

Thus we see just a few of the things that 
have been done byhis nationally-famous At- 
lantan—the man who has put 42,000 acres of 
cactus and “Spanish bayonets” on the bed 
of a lake; who has literally made the desert 
“blossom as the rose;"’ who has brought sal- 
vation and prosperity to vast sugar-planta- 
tion areas; who has given us a vivid de- 
scription of navigation on the Black Warrior, 
and how it eame to be, and who sees in the 
Chattahoochee enough power, feasible of de- 
velopment, to turn every wheel of industry 
and apin every spindle in the state of Geor- 
gia! 

And also as a result of such power devel- 
opment, a transformation of the Chattahoo- 
chee river into a great highway of commerce, 
giving adequate water transportation from 
Atlanta to the sea, is seen by this man whe 
has foreseen big things before, and brough¢ 
them into being! 
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Even Greater Success Than 
Recent French Action at 
Verdun Is Gained by Italy 
on Isonzo Front. 


AUSTRIAN LINE PRESENTS 


‘THREE DISTINCT SECTIONS 


“Italian Soldiers Crossed the 


Isonzo ‘River Under Fire 
and Pushed Far Into the 
Enemy Territory, Making 
Heavy Captures.

Since I wrote my last Sunday article 
two military~events of very great im- 
Portance have taken place—the Italian 
attack on the Isonzo front and the 
French operation before Verdun. Of 
these two operations, on the military 
side of the Italian is by all odds the 
more important. It is, moreover, still 
going forward when these lines are 
written, and it is impossible to foresee 
its consequences on such evidence as 
we yet possess, although it is patent 
that it may be one of the great suc- 
cesses of the war. 

Next week I hope to discuss the Ital- 
fan operation in some detail, when our 
reports of the progress shall be more 
definite. 
sufficient to indicate the problem which 
confronted the Italians when they 
opened their attack. In August of 
last year the Italian army faced east- 
ward from the Julien Alps to the Bay of 
Panzano, the northern end of the Adri- 
atic sea, in much the same posture that 
it stood after the first brief advance 
in the previous year had brought the 
Italian army to the first position in 
which Austria had elected to stand. 
THE THREE 
OBSTACLES. 

The Austrian front presented three 
distinct obstacles, which may be cov- 
ered in a description of the three di- 
visions of an army—the flanks and the 
center. On the north, from Tolmino 
right downto the neighborhood of Go- 
rizia, the Austrians occupled very high 
ground on the east bank of the Isonzo 
river, which was, in fact, a moat. This 
high ground, known ag the Bainsizzi 
plateau, culminated a few miles north 
of Gorizia in several heights approach- 
ing 2,000 feet in elevation, of which 
Mounts Kuk and Santo were the more 
important peaks. This was a position 
that well might have been deemed im- 
pregnable, and it did, in fact, resist all 
efforts last year. South of the Bain- 
sizzi plateau the Austrian center occu- 
pied some hills just across the Isonzo 
river covering Gorizia. South'ward, 
again, between the Wippach river and 
the sea, the Austrian line stood east 
of the Isonzo, onthe first slopes of the

‘Last, 
week a final French push carried the 
French on the west bank of the river 
over Hill 304 and Le Morte Homme 
northward to the Forges Brook, while 
on the east side of the river the French 
occupied the front of Samogneaux- 
Bezonvaux and touched the outskirts of 
Beaumont valley. They now hold all 
the high ground of the French original 
position at Verdun and stand where the | 
French had stood on the 22d of Feb- 
ruary, the second day of the German 
attack. Thus in three offensives, each 
of them extending over no m@re than 
two days, the French have retaken all 
the ground of military importance 
which had occupied the Germans six 
months in capturing. They have also 
taken more than 26,000 prisoners and 
nearly 200 guns. Here, in a very brief 
compass, !s the measure of the French 
achievement at Verdun, and it is a 
plain indication of the growing weak- 
ness of the German defense. 

The Marne and Verdun remain the 
two great battles of this war as the 
fourth year opens. On both corps 
the French defeated a supreme effort on 


the art of the Germans to crush 
French military power and thus win 


the war. The proof of German defeat 
at the Marne was immediate. Eighteen | 
months elapsed between the German | 
attack at Verdun and the final French | 
offensive which retook. all the ground | 
of importance which the Germans had. 
taken in their drive. But it is impor- | 
tant to recall that in both the great 
struggles between the French and the 
Germans the French have been victo- 
rious. It is equally important to recall’ 
that it was only by the violation of 
Belgian neutrality that the Germans. 
broke into France, and that tne ground | 
they now hold in France represents | 
fruit not of military triumph, but of, 
treachery and dishonor. On the frontier | 
between France and Germany, which!

The Chemin-des-Dames bat- 
tle will yet rank among the important 
engagements of the war, because it 
was another intsance of the splendid 
capacity of the French to rally in the 
face of momentary depression and to 
hold against odds and in conditions 
fully unfavorable. 

A MORAL 

VERDUN. 

The Chemin-des-Dames battle was a 
moral Verdun. It was intended first 
of all to break the spirit of France, 
and, even if it failed in its major pur- 
pose, to use up French effectives and 
elsewhere, either in Flanders or in 
Lorraine. The French answer was 
threefold. First, a terrific defeat of 
the Germans on the Chemin-des- 
Dames; second, participation, and ef- 
fective participation, with the British 
in the successful advance wnbout Ypres: 
and, third, in the superb offensive at 
Verdun, which not only retook con- 
siderable ground, but wrote “Finis” to 
the whole Verdun chapter. The Ger- 
mans had denied, and atill deny, that 
there was a Battle of the Marne, but 
no denial of the battle and defeat or 


Verdun could be possible, after each of 
the positions, whose values had been 
appraised by the kaiser at the moment 
they were taken by German troops, 
have been retaken by French soldiers. 
Dead Man's Hill, Hill 304, Forts Donau- 
mont and Vaux—these are the four 
symbols of Verdun. When the kai- 
ser’s troops took Douaumont he an- 
nounced that the key of Verdun had 
fallen. Three months before his 
troops entered Vaux the German offi- 
cial statements had claimed its cap- 
ture and the disintegration of the 
French defense. Dead Man's Hill, when 
captured, was celebrated as a pillar 
in the foundation of the Teutonic mill- 
tary glory, and of all these, the fruits 
of German effort, not one now remains 
in German hands. 

Despite all discussion, it is clear 
that the papal proposal hag fallen and 
that the French, 
British people are prepared to go for- 
ward with the war through the win- 
ter and, if necessary, through the next 
campaign. It has begun to be recog- 
nized that whatever happens in Russia 
the decision’ will come in the west, 
and a total Russian collapse will not 
long postpone it.

Cross- 
ing the Jsonzo river under fire. the 
Italians climbed up the face of the 
hills. in part covered by the forces on 
Mount Kuk. which was captured in an 
earlier drive. By Tuesday of August 
28 Monte Santo and the whole of the 
Bainsizzi plateau were falling into 
Italian hands, and the Austrians were 
being driven rapidly eastward, al- 
though they still hold Mount Gabrielle, 
3 miles north of Gorizia. 

WHAT AUSTRIAN ROUT 
WOULD MEAN, 

At the present moment the situation 
is this: The Austrian right on the 
Isonzo plateau has been defeated and 
perhaps routed. It is falling back 
rapidly. and as it falls back it will 
compel the center facing Gorizia to fall 
baclc also, and thus will enable the 
Italians to concentrate their fire upon 
the Carso positions.

within the next few days we shal! 
see’ a general movement ferward of 
the whole Italian army in the direc- 
tion of Trieste. 

But many strong postions still 
main to be captured, and unless there 
ig an actual Austrian rout the time 
is not yet at hand when one can ex- 
pect the fall of Trieste. On the other 
hand, an Austrian rout would mean 
that the Italians would pour fourth 
through the gates between the Julien 
Alps and the sea and begin a general 
advance on an ever-widening front into 
Austria. As I pointed out last year, 
the Isonzo position is a magnified 
Thermopylae. As long as the Aus- 
trians hold out very greatly superior 
Italian numbers are not able to make 
themselves felt, and the entire action 
is restricted to a thirty-mile front. 
Italy has great numbers available; 
Austria -has ever shrinking contin- 
gents, and an Italian victory of sweep- 
ing character might easily presage the 
beginning of the end as far as Aus- 
tria is concerned. 

It 4s interesting to note that the 
Italians owe considerable of their 
present successes to the British guns 
which have been sent to this front. 
They are also being aided by a new 
form of monitor, which is operating 
on their sea flank. 

The Italian offensive on the Isonzo

has already gone far enough to earn. 


a place among the successful local 
operations on the western front. It 
compares favorably with the gains 


made by the French and the British | 


at the Somme. It has surpassed the 
British achievement at Ypres this 
year in the amount of ground gained. 
It may prove to be the blow that 
breaks up tvench warfare and leads 
to open fighting on the Austro-Italian 
front. But it is yet too soon to fore- 
cast this. 

Turning now to the Verdun operation, 
we see a military operation of relative- 
ly restricted importance, which consti- 
tutes one of the great moral victories of 
the war. Prince von Bulow once said, in 
the days before the war, that Morocco 
was a bell which Germany could strike 
whenever she wished to attract French 
attention. Verdun has become a bell 
which France can strike whenever she 
desires to prove the fallacy of the Ger- 
man claim that France is exhausted and 
incapable of further fighting. 
GERMANY’S AIM 
AT VERDUN, 


The story of Verdun Is familiar to the 
whole world. It was an effort on the 
part of Germany to do on the Meuse 
what she had failed to accomplish at 


the Marne. In Its first phase, between 
February 21 and February 26, 1916, it 
was an effort to break the French line 
and crush the French splrit by a disas- 
ter which should exceed the proportions 
of Sedan and rival German achievement 
at the Dunajec in the preceding April. 

After five days the French succeeded 
in pinning down the German attack, 
which had temporarily forced their line 
and shattered their defense, and there- 
after the struggle became one of trench 
warfare. The Germans, no longer able 
to crash their way through the French 
lines, sought to pound their way foot by 
foot and yard by yard, breaking down 
French numbers and preventing the use 
of French effectives in the great offen- 
Sive battle which was already prepar- 
ing at the Somme. 

[It is interesting, now that the French 
have taken the offensive and are re- 
gaining ground at Verdun, to recall the 
stages of the German advance, On Feb- 
ruary 21 they broke the French line on 
the east bank of the Meuse between the 
towns of Brabent, on the Meuse, and 
Ornes, at the foot of the Meuge hills: 
that is, on a front of about seven miles. 
The next day they had advanced to the 
line of Samogneux, Beaumont and Be- 
zZonvaux. jy the 25th of February they 
were south of Louvemont; they had 
taken Cote de Talou, on the eastern side 
of the great sweeping bend of the 
Meuse, and they had captured Doua- 
mont fort. And here their great ad- 
Vance was checked. Between the 25th 
‘of February and the last of August 
their advance, méaie by continuous 
pounding at a terrible cost, took them 
only to the ditch of the Fort de Sou- 
Ville and the edge of the village of Bras, 
and. gained them only Fort de Vaux. 
Meantime, on the western bank of’the 
river, they had foreed their way in the 
fame time southward over Le Mort 
Homme and Hill 804. In six months 
this advance had cost them over 500,000 
in casualties, but at the moment when 
the French and British attack at the 
Bomme compelled them to suspend op- 
: erations Verdun was actually at its last 
ditch.

The French situation remalins partic- 
ularly interesting.

during the whole course of the war. 
This depression was accentuated by 
the collapse of Russia and by the pos- 
sibility of a separate peace between 
Russia and the central powers. 
doubtedly the extent and danger of | 
this French depression were exagger-| 
ated even in the eyes of those who 
saw it most closely. Yet it was a very 
real peril in the minds of the allied 
countries for many weeks, and it was 
in response to the appeal of French 
officials cognizant of this peril that 
President Wilson very wisely and) 
promptly began the dispatch of Ameri- 
can troops to the French front. 

The arrival of the first of the Amert | 
ican troops coincided with the 
ning of the reassertion of French de- 
termination and French confidence. 
General Petain, who succeeded to the 
command of the French army, is one 
of the few great men the war has pro- 
duced. Within a very brief period of 
time his spirit, which was the spirit 
which defended Verdun, has been in- 
fused in the French armies, with re- 
sults that are now manifest. 

The great German offensive on the 
Chemin-des-Dames, which was one of 
the really impressive operations of the 
whole year on the western front, was! 
designed to take advantage of French | 
depression and of suspected breaking’ 
down in the morale of the French army.

Flour Is Shown to Have Made Biggest 
Jump in Price of Any Food Since War 


Reports on rétail and wholesale 
rices of food collected by the bureay of 
abor statistics for July 15, 1914, a date 
immediately precéding the outbreak 
of the Buropean war, and for subse- 
quent dates, show the fapid increases 
of these prices as a result of the war, 
says a Washington special. A“ review 
has just been published by the depart- 
ment of labor, which states: - 

“Flour made the greatest jump, the 
price being two and one-half times as 
much in June, 1917, as in July, 1914, and 
at this height the price was less than 
in May, when it was nearly two and 
three-fourths -times the price at the 
Outbreak of the war. In June, 1917, 
potatoes wefe more than two and one- 
quarter times as much as they wefe in 
July, 1914. Lard was 82 per cent high- 
er, sugar was 79 per cent higher, but, 
like flour, was lower in June than in 
May. Cornmeal was 77 per cent high- 
er, bacon 66 per ceht and bread 55 per 
cent. 

“In July, 1915, all but five of the ar- 
ticles listed were lower than at the 
outbreak of the war. By July, 1916, all 
articles éxcepting milk and potatoes 
had advanced, and at the beginning of 
1917 even these two articles had 


gone wp. 
“From May 16 to June 15, 1917, these 


é | 
articles declined in price: Hens, 2 per 
or! flour, .8 per cent, and éugar, 7 per 
cent.” | 

Discussing the trend of wholesale 
prices in this connection, the depart- 
ment’s report stated: | 

“The wholesale prices of many com- 
modities have more than | doubled in 
the United States since the outbreak 
of the Européan war. This is particu- 
larly true of grains and metals, im- 
mense quantities of which have been 
sent abroad. As cOmpared with the 
prices prevailing in Juiy 1914, the 
month immediately preceding the opén- 
ing of hostilities, wheat and flour in 
the Minneapolis market had increased 
in June, 1917, more than 200 per cent; 
corn in Chieago had increased more 
than 140 per cent; cornmeal in New 
York had increased more than 170 per 
cent: and good to choice potatoes in 
Chicago had increased more than 140 
per cent. Other articles showing large 
increases were wool (Ohio, fine fleece, 
scoured), 134.6 yee cent; worsted yarn 
(2-328, crossbred stock), 138.56 per cent; 
bituminous coal (run of mine at Cin- 
cinnati), 1723.7 per déent; eleotrolytic 
copper, 142.6 per cent; pig lead, 194.9 
per cenit; pig tin, 102.6 per cent; Bes- 
semer pi ron, 267.1 per cent, and steel 
billets, 419.7 per cent,”

“This principle is already being ap-

turers, but by the jobbers and retail 
dealers as well, in order that mutual 
prosperity may be maintained. 

The manufacturer is keeping down 
expenses by using less expensive oo. 
pings, by packing goods in langer pack- 
ages, by sending some classes of goods 
collect which -used to be sent prepaid. 
He is reducing the amount of adver- 
tising material formerly furnished the 
maypncteed and engaging in other econom- 
c measures which it is useless to crit- 
icise because they are dictated by ne- 
cessity. 

“The jobber finds himself in the same 
boat. His problem is to keep down ex- 
penses without marring the quality and 
tga J to the service he is render- 
ing. 6 is compelled to look more 
closely to his discounts, and mot allow 
discounts when payments aré not made 
within the discount period. He is com-

respect) to order or buy in réasonably 
large quantities, #0 that it will not be 
necessary to maké emall shipménts. 

“The problem of the retailer is a 
many-sided one. The first thing that 
he faces is the absolute necessity of 
increasing retail prices, if he has not 
already done so. Another feature is 
the need of reducing his operating ex- 
penses where possible, but he should 
not go so far in this as to lose trade by 
false economy. Each dealer has to de- 
cide for himself just where he can 
cut. Some of the Atlanta dealers, fol- 
lowin the example of large Atlanta 
department stores, are no Temarer de- 
livering soft drinks, ice cream or small 
packages of goods. Many other dealers, 
however, are continuing to deliver, hav- 
ing a class of trade where the practice 
of this economy would be more of a loss 
than a@ gain. Assuming that the reétail- 
er is already working out his problems 
of keeping down expense, the most im- 
portant thing he can do at this time is 
to buy only goods of standard brands 
and tinquestioned quality in order that 
his selling expenses may be made as 
light as possible and yet his selling 
standards be kept up. It is much easier 
to pay regular prices for standard 
Goods which will be sure tto sell than 
it is to purchase unknown and uncer- 
tain goods at slightly less and then be 
compelled to spend more money push- 
ing them with the uncertainty in the 
end as to whether they canbe ‘put over’ 
no matter how much time and expense 
you give.”

Peanuts a Staple Crop 


Peanuts are assuming an important 
Place in the dietary. We allude espe- 
cially to the well-known “butter,” 
which is 26 per cent protein, 30 per cent 
fat and 24 per cent carbohydrates, and 
which is 28 per cent protein, 39 per cent 
or more than the average| man requires 
a day. 

Peanut butter sells from 15 cents to 
45 cents a pound. Between the various 
brands there is practically no differ- 
ence—certainly not enough to warrant 
this difference in price, but, as The 
Manufacturers’ Record says, “even with 
peanut butter selling at 45 cents a 
pound, it is shown that consumers can 
purchase more protein and fat in the 
form of peanut butter than in almost 
any. other palatable food now on the 
market.” 

Then, too, peanut meal is being in- 
creasingly used to fatten| hogs, and the 
oil is of great importance. 

The increased production of peanuts 
is shown in the following figures: In 
1899 there were only 516.654 acres of 
peanuts in the country. In 1909 this 
had increased to 869,887, and in 1916 
to 1,245,000, while it is estimated that 
there are fully 2,000,000 acres of pea- 
nuts now. 

Florida’s crop of peanuts is bigger 
than it ever was, and success this year 
will stimulate planting next year. 

Peanuts are worth about $1 a bushel 
wholesale, and the demands of the oil 
mills, live stock and the human table 
are making them one of the great sta- 
ae of this country.—Pensfcola Jour- 
nal,

The crop is easy 
to grow, requires but little cultiva- 
‘tion, and just about a month before 
time to dig the potatoes, we plant corn 
along beside the vines. Then, as we 
dig the potatoes by hand, we pull the 
dirt right up to the corn, and thus 
kill two birds with one stone. No, I 
don’t think I will ever do any more 
merchandising.” ‘

COLONEL PEEL AND 
THE RED CROSS. 

The appointment of Colonel William 
Lawson Peel as head of the Southern 
division of the National Red Cross s80- 
ciety, with Mr. C. P. Bidwell, is an oc- 
casion of interest throughout the south 
and of very pleasurable interest in 
Georgia and in Atlanta. The Red Cross 
was studious and careful of their se- 
lection. The national board needed to 
head the various divisions of the work, 
men not merely of patriotic spirit, in- 
itiative and executive talent, but men 
of business ability and experience. 

There are many such men, no one 
in this section could doubt,’ but there 
are few who are willing to give the 
time that will be required in the work 
Colonel Peel has been called upon to 
do, and who will assure the work suc- 
cessful advance. 

Colonét Peel has the requisite quali- 
fications for the office in spirit, initia- 
tive, talent and experience, plus the 
patriotism and the willingness to con- 
tribute his time and his service to it. 

Though I am not familiar with the 
work which has been accomplished by 
other states in the southern division, 
I am indebted to Dr. Snavely, direct- 
ing organizer of the southern division, 
for a most illuminating story relative 
to work in Georgia. 

Georgia’s Activities, 

“I find that we have already estab- 
lished 108 chapters and that about fif- 
teen or twenty more are in process of 
organization. These chapters vary in 
size from a few hundred members to 
nearly 8,000, as is the case in Atlanta, 
the largest chapter. The total member- 
ship for the state is over 30,000 at 
present. This compares very favorably 
in the 
country when the etate’s population is 
considered,” said Dr. Snavely) yester- 
day. 

“A number of the chapters have aux- 
iliaries and branches. This is especial- 
ly true in the case of chapters estab- 
lished in larger cities. We have not 
been able to complete the compilation 
of statistics on this point, although we 
Atlanta has 
some sixty auxiliaries who are doing 
various phases of Red Cross work. 

“Our Red Cross supply service is re- 
ceiving daily boxes of completed sup- 
plies made by the good women in our 
chaptere. These supplies include vari- 
ous kinds of surgical dressings and 
hospital garments. The chapters in 
the state are now preparing to respond 
to the call for the knitted articles, 


R. Nelson, house comprising sweaters, mufflers, wristlets 


and socks. The chapters have been al- 
lotted from 100 to 2,500 sets. accord- 
ing to their membership. Iam glad to 
say that they accepted their allotment 
and are anxious to begin the work as 
soon as the supply of yarn and needles 
are available for distribution. 

“Many of the chapters have com- 
pleted courses in Red Cross work, like 
first aid, home care of the sick and 
surgical dressings. Interest in the class 
work is gradually growing and indi- 
vidual communities will greatly bene- 
fit as the result of this activity. More 
r@écent development in Red Cross work 
in this state includes the organiza- 
tion of civilian relief work, which un- 
dertakes home service, i. e, financial 
and advisory help to families who have 
need of such help because of the de- 
parture of fathers, brothers and songs 
to military service, In the larger towns, 
canteen committees are organized to 
dispense sandwiches and coffee to sol- 
diers en route to the various mobiliza- 
tion camps. 

“Our most active chapters are located 
in Atlanta, Macon, Rome, Athens, Sa- 
vannah, Augusta, Columbus, Americus, 
LaGrange, Valdosta, Albany, Waynes- 


boro and elsewhere.

This is a knowledge now 80 easily 
acquired in the war literature filling 
newspapers, magazines, books, and it 
is a very stirring literature. 

What, for instance, could be more 
thrilling than the heroism of those 
superwomen of Russia who went forth 
as warriors in the now famous “Bat- 
talion of Death?’ 

“The Battalion of Death” presents a 
new aspect of feminism which, while 
the wisdom and economy of its exten- 
sion are consistently questioned by the 
press, is none the less serving the pur- 
pose of arousing, by its burning patri- 
otic faith, something like shame in the 
recalcitrant men soldiers of Russia, 
writes the editor of The Literary Di- 
gest. The courage of the Battalion of 
Death when the actual test came is 
the subject of many enthusiastic Petro- 
grad dispatches. They behaved splen- 
didly, we are told, under fire, pene- 
trated into a first-line trench of the 
Germans, and brought back prisoners. 
But the Russian men soldiers retreat- 
ed, leaving the women unsupported, 
and they were forced to retire. Their 
bravery and success aroused much in- 
terest, and other women’s battalions 
are) now being formed under official 
approval. Of the efficiency of the 
women recruits, one of their instructors 
is quoted as saying: 

“T have drilled hundreds of men sol- 
diers, but I do not hesitate to declare 
that these women learn with double 
the speed. This is true not only of the 
educated girls, but also of the peasant 
girls, some of whom are entirely illit- 
erate. The overmastering motive is the 
patriotic desire to save Russia from 
ruin. Many of them display a zeal gnd 
ardor worthy of Joan of Arc.”

Already in this direction of defining 
wherein lies the usefulness of women 
in organized force to do the things that 
emergency demands is proven in the 
Council of National Defense both for 
women and men. 

Especially in relation to women is 
the woman’s part of the organization 
proving a necessary clearing house of 
effort. They have been working ener- 
getically and faithfully, but the wom- 
en in one section or state or commu- 
nity have not known what the women 
near them in the next state or com- 
munity were doing. The government 
saw lost motion and duplicated effort 
that was wasting good machinery in 
the way of organization; therefore the 
need of the organization for which the 
Woman’s Committee of the Council of 
National Defense stands. 

Through that organization records 
are already in the hands of the govern- 
ment that are enabling the war ad- 
ministrative body to gauge fully the 
force of the woman power, and to bhe- 
gin to see wherein it can be used, still 
preserving the former program of the 
organization in its original purpose of 
work, with war relief or defense work 
added. 

WORK IN 
GEORGIA. 

Mrs. Samuel Inman, chairman of the 
Geargia division of the Woman’s Com- 
mittee, Council of National Defense, is 
meeting with a warm response in sev- 
enty-two counties in the state already 
organized and many more planning or- 
ganizations. Through these county 
unit organizations she is finding out 
much unrecorded work among an ele- 
ment of Georgia women, who, especial- 
ly in the line of food production and 
conservation, are doing a_e splendid 
work. She has secured from the 
Daughters of the Revolution of the 
state, from the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s clubs, and from the state di- 


vision of the National Red Cross society | 


reports of the invaluable work they are 
doing, and the reports are being con- 
tinually supplemented. 

At first there was a misunderstanding 
in some quarters of the Woman’s Com- 
mittee of the Council of National De- 
fense. Women not well informed and 
indifferent to better informing them- 
selves declared they saw no use of an- 
other organization. They had already 
reported to their national headquarters, 
they stated, and others could not see 
why the government desired to estab- 
lish a clearing house organization.

There is nothing in any country comparable 
to it, and the result in the better nursing 
care of any sick and wounded troops should 
be marked. A fact to keep in mind is that 
the nurses called by the Red Cross leave 
active posts of duty in which their vacan- 
cles must be filled. So far a pretty heavy 
draft has been made upon the executive 
and teaching staffs of our hospitals and 
training schools, and from public health 
work, but since the field of private nursing 
is that most amply supplied with workers, 
and since also in a fair proportion of in- 
stances the private nurse in a family may 
not be an absolute necessity, but perform- 
ing services which might in a pinch be car- 
ried on by an attendant, a companion, a 
member of the family or occasionally dis- 
pensed with entirely, it appears to be clear 
that ‘from this field we should reasonably 
expect to draw the larger body of nurses 
for service abroad. It is estimated that 
there are at least 200,000 graduate nurses in 
this country, and probably four-fifths ofg 
them are occupied tn private service. The 
service of the nation should take prece- 
dence at present.’’

Le Soldat American en France, By Al!- 
gernon Cgleman and A. Marin La Meslee. 
Cover dealgn by Walter Sargent. The au- 
ther says in the preface as follows: “This 
little book is the outcome of an effort to 
supply as quickly as possible the evident 
need for a reading and conversation book 
for soldiera who will go to France. It ts in 
no sense a technical compilation, Officers 
or men who find it necessary to be well 
acquainted with the French army manual 
will’ do well to procure these little vol- 
umes on first leasons in French.”

in the daytime the heat is almost tolerable. Of 
course one becomes perspiration-soaked in half an 
hour. But there are others to talk to. There is the 
business of the moment, and conversation and 
laughter to sustain ove. But at night, with the 
craving for sleep upon one and sleep impossible be- 
cause the still, black air is stifling, the sanest be- 
come speedily desperate, even panicky. 

They flood the thoroughfares of the town, fight- 
ing for the top seats of the Fifth avenue busses, 
pouring out upon Riverside drive, fighting for admis- 
sion to the bathing beaches and open air movies. 
Cars whirl up and down, because even in the desert 
of still heat and smothering’ street canyons the well- 
to-do cannot surrender full possession of the city to 
the poor. Men remain who have the means to get 
out. They are detained by circumstance. They 
buy the fanciest ‘drinks and reserve the best tables 
at the hotel roofs and other open air midnight 
amusement. places. 

One certain square mile area in New York’s:mar- 
velous .hust Side houses'.a million people. ‘There 
the tragedy of midsummer heat is manifest as it is 
not manifest anywhere else on the .continent. 


A street lamp sheds a halo of light upon a circle - 


of. rough cobblestones. Something that resembles 
a dog and yet is not of the canine species crawls out 
of the area af gloom into the field of light. It is 
very small and very brown. The sweltering police- 
man investigates. It is a baby, entirely nude, its 
little bedy shining bronze in the lamplight. It

whimpers fitfully and then desists philosophically 
and crawls on, adventuring alone in the night. 

“Now, which bunch did the little divil 
from?’ queries the puzzled Celtic “cop.” 

His flashlight dances across a score of sleeping 
figures, sprawled out across the walk and into the 
street. They are lying supinely in all stages of 
array and disarray. Tiny youngsters have torn 
fretfully at their single garments until their little 
limbs are innocent of adornment. 

Otficer Finnegan, with his bare and wriggling 
charge under his arm, threads his way among the 
sleepers. It is even as he surmised. The place but 
recently allotted to the youngest Finkelstein beside 
the stertorously breathing Mrs. Rosie Finkelstein is 
vacant.

hurdy-gurdy men and the street bargain mongers 
must work again tomorrow, and the weary, fret- 
ful youngsters must strive to play in the heat- 
infested streets and meager back yards. For 
the respective activities of the ensuing day, al- 
readv\ flushing the skyline bevend the East 
River /rest is needed, if it is only the rest of 


the sleeper on park benches and trampled grass 


and hard sidewalks. 
Among the sleeping figures move others, 


alert, well dressed, eagerly intent upon the 
sleep-flushed faces of the young girls. They 
talk to some who meet their fancy. They have 
a ear, they say, and are anxious for company 
to a nice, cool place they have in mind. A joy 
ride is preferable to*the muggy, insipid exist- 
ence of the night in the crowded park. Some 
of the girls refuse. Older women awake and 
shower the young men with shrill vituperation. 
Thev shrink away into the enshrouding gloom. 
Elsewhere a girl, a-weary of her comfort- 
less 14, has acquiesced. They steal away to 
gether, phantomlike, in the dim light of the 
false dawn. A motor caf roars and its lights 
flash briefly across the remaining hundreds of 
prostrate figures who have no present hope of 
a cooler place. The girl and ghoul have gone 
to a place where coolness and iced drinks are 
bought at a price that knows no refund. 
Thousands sleep on the beaches. There is 
an unwritten law about first comers’ claims to 
area. like that of the Nome gold-bearing sands 
of the great Alaskan gold rush. The first 
kaleidoscopic glimpse of prostrate figures, 
closed eyes and clenched fists reminds one of 
the posteard pictures of Mexican battle grounds 
they used to hawk about the streets of Laredo. 
The very pose of the sleepers bespeaks ex- 
haustion and dejection. They sprawl about in hap- 
hazard fashion, parents on either side of a baby 
carriage, perhaps, or an older sister clung to by one 


or more tiny, chubby girls. 

Back in the sweltering East Side infants gasp 
for breath. Old people flicker out of existence, 
quietly as the sands of an hour glass. Whole fami- 
lies sprawl about in the street, the children ranged 
in long rows, confined at either end by the barrier 
bulk of a pArent. Desperation reduces by degrees 
the amount of wearing apparel worn by the perspir- 
ing, insomnia-tortured throngs, 

The yellow light of the tltered dawn finds them 
down, often enough, to the “irreducible minimum.” 
the demands of nature. for relief from warm, damp 
fabrics having triumphed in the unconsciousness of 
fitful sleep. Battling the besieging heat demons is 
a serious—and often a tragic—task in New York. 
The list of fatalities takes the heat difticulties 
definitely out of the domain of humor. | 

Nowhere else in the country does heat strike in 
midsummer with such savage vehemence. Nowhere 
is the struggle for life and health and sanity more 
desperately contested. From the little cabaret girl, 
a beautiful flitting vision of:curls and curves and 
dimples, suddenly crumpling up against the table, to 
the fat matron of the East Side trying to keep her 
brood alive and intact through an inferno of night 
heat that rivals the famous Black Hole of Calcutta.

niece of the former President of Chile, slayer of her 
husband, “Handsome Jack” De Saulles. 


It was no ordinary quarrel that changed the falr 
Bianca Errazuriz-Vergara De Saulles from a social 
butterfly into a tiger mother, to kill with a quick, 
carefully planned stroke the father of her only child. 


Glimpses of the wife’s real or imagined wrongs 
have been given by her lawyers, glimpses that lead 
New York to await with keen interest sensations 
that will rival the trial of Harry Thaw. 

Hardly a more pitiful story has ever been told 
by one of the socially elect than is the tale related 
by the self-widowed beauty of the Andes behind her 
prison bars. It is the story of a woman in a strange 
land and a husband too handsome, who, according 
to her, was too popular with the proud-limbed 
young chorus girls, too fond of Broadway's amber- 
lighted nights, too easily led by the living caryatids 
of Broadway's palace of pleasure; the story finally 
of a mother “driven mad by fear that her son was 
to be taken from her’; the story that led her coun- 
sel, Henry Auterhardt, to declare: “If I cannot 
gain your freedom on such evidence I will surrender 
my license to practice law.” 

Mrs. De Saulles will have along with Auterhardt 
the best criminal lawyers that fabulous fees, ambi- 
tion to share in a famous case and chivalrous inter- 
est can attract. That the wealth and influence of 
South American aristécracy will aid the fight for the 
widow’s life has been assured. The best lawyers 


from Chile are reported already en route to New 
York. 

On the other side, friends of Jack De Saulles, 
the former Yale football star, are rallying to answer 
the accusations of the widow and to invoke the full 
power of the law to clear the slain man’s name and 
see that there is no slip in bringing the widow to 
trial. Scores of De Saulles’ schoolmates at Yale, 
men of wealth and influence, have pledged their aid 
in the prosecution. De Saylles numbered among his 
close friends such men as Mayor Mitchel of New 
York and William McCombs. 

The stage is rapidly being set for a titanic legal 
battle with one side determined to reveal every pos- 
sible sensation that may explain the widow’s ‘“‘tem- 
porary insanity” and the other side equally deter- 
mined to keep the dead man’s name clean and to 
punish the fair prisoner. , \ 

‘When the murder trial is begun, with the court- 
room thronged with richly gowned women and fash- 
fonable dandies, when New York's fairest prisoner 
takes the stand to face the jury and rows of news- 
paper artists and sob out her story, there will shine 
forth the delicate face of little Jack De Saulles, 
molded in the itnage of the aristocracy of two cgntl- 
nents—little Jack, the immediate cause of his 
father’s death, waiting for his mother to be free and 
snuggle him to her bosom again. 

Verily, New York, which likes her emotions 
mixed, will have her fill of sensations. 

Little Jack doesn’t know what the excitement 
and weeping are all about, but he knews he loves 
his mamma; that he loved his big, strong daddy and 
that his daddy has gone away. He doesn't know 
that if the Atlantic hadn’t been menaced with Ger- 
man submarines his mamma would have been per- 
mitted by the court to take him to his granny’s big 
house in far South America and-that his daddy 
would be still alive. He doesn’t know that the 
prattle he made to his mamma about “the beautiful

lady whom daddy took riding in the auto,” “the 
beautiful lady daddy called Jo,” nearly broke 
mamma’s heart. He just knows that his daddy is 
gone away and that the big man in blue didn’t 
laugh at.him when he went running to his mother 
so fast when he saw her the first time in the iron 
cage that he fell and rolled across the floor. Peo 
ple usually laugh when little boys fall down, but the 
big man cried. 

The tragic romance of the 23-year-old girl-widow 
who faces’ the possibility of death in’ the electric 
chair for shooting down Jack De Saulles on the 
evening of Aug. 3 at his summer home, The Box, at 
Hempstead Plains, Hempstead, L. I., began with the 
visit that young Jack De Saulles made to South 
America. His letters of introduction opened the 
doors of the finest mansions of the soutbern conti- 
nent’s first families. Among others he bore one 
such missive addressed to Senora Errazuriz-Vergara, 
reputed to be the wealthiest woman in Chile. 

The beauéiful 16-year-old daughter, Senorita 
Bianca Errazuriz-Vergara, already mature with the 
quick-ripening beauty of Spanish blood, won the im- 
petuous American’s heart. He paid ardent court to 
the shy girl, then budding into womanhood. 

When the beautiful heiress journeyed to Paris 
with her mother and became the reigning beauty of 
the hour, “Handsome Jack” again crossed the At- 
lantic and renewed siege upon her heart. This time 
he was successful. 

Returning to New York with his bride, De Saulles 
said: 

“With the first glimpse I ever got of the girl who 
has become my wife I knew that I had seen the 
most beautiful woman in the world. Even then 
the task of. winning her hand was made extremely 
difficult by the ardent court of scores of wealthy 
and brilliant suitors, attracted from afar to this 
young girl who had not then even made her first 
formal bow to society. 

“She had just returned from an English finishing 
school, but she could play a better game of billiards 
than I could. She could ride fully as well: and as 
for other accomplishments of greater consequence, 
well, her maestro in Paris told me that she was the 
most brilliant pupil he had ever had, and could have 
had a great career as a pianist if she had so chosen. 
And she speaks five languages fluently. So to gain 
her hand in marriage was the task of a hero.” 

But the charm of the beautiful almond-skinned, 
dark-eyed girl from Chile didn’t suffice to hold the 
love of the former Yale star. There Was the old 
call of Broadway's night life. Winsome little Joan 
Sawyer, the dancer, was frequently seen in company 
with De Saulles. Then came the inevitable gossip 
and its culmination in the divorce suit filed by Mrs. 
De Saulles and which went uncontested. A decree 
was granted by Judge Pendleton in December, 1916. 

Jack De Saulles’ attitude toward the divorce 
proceedings proper had been one of utter indiffer- 
ence, but on the issue of the custody of romping, 
laughing little Jack Jr., then 4 years old, a bitter 
contest was waged. 

Mrs. De Saulles was allowed $300 a month all- 
mony and custody of the child for seven months in 
the year. The court vested possession of the lad in 
his father for the remaining five months. 


The divorced wife sought permission to take the 
lad to London and thence back to her own childhood 
home. The court refused permission until the sub- 
marine peril had been abated. 

Last spring Mrs. De Saulles took up 
dence in a bungalow at Garden City, Long Island. 
She was paid much attention by notable “eligibles” 
of New York's highest society, but her sad eyes 
lighted up only when they rested “upon the rosy, 
sturdy youngster of 5 who bore the name of the 
famous athlete and man of affairs. 

She filed suit for modification of the decree. “It 
is an extremely painful situation to be placed in,” 
reads her affidavit to the court. “I must either give 
up my child and let him remain here, or give up my 
mother and my friends in Chile. I have but few 
friends here and my mother is aged and anxious to 
see my son. If my application is ‘enied I am cer- 
tain it will impair my health.” 

Shortly after this it was announced that De 
Saulles and his former wife had arrived at an agree- 
ment concerning the custody of the boy. The ex- 
husband of the beautiful Chilean heiress was to have 
the lad for three months in the year only. This 
was to be operative at least until the age of 8, when, 
by court ruling, the education of the son was to be 
defrayed by “Jack” De Saulles. 

Apparently under the conditions of this agree- 
ment young Jack went to his summer home at 
Hempstead Plains on Wednesday, Aug. 1. Early 
on the evening of Aug. 3, young Jack, weary from

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his day of arduous playing, was put to bed, and his. 
father sat out on the porch of The Box with bis 
father, Arthur De Saulles of Bethlehem, Pa.; his 
sister, Mrs. R. Degner, and a friend, Marshall Ward. 

A few miles away Mrs. De Saulles, in her own 
cottage, was carefully dressing. Then she called her 
maid and together they went out and en a 
motor car which Mrs. De Saulles drove 
The car sped swiftly over the intervening six miles 
of roadway and drew up in front of The Box. 

Mrs. De Saulles jumped out of the machine and 
walked swiftly up on the porch. “Jack” De Saulles 
paled with nervous apprehension. The little group 
seemed to sense the imminence of a “scene.” 

De Saulles himself arose and walked over toward 
her. “Why are you here?” he queried. “Don’t you 
know that our difficulties have been definitely set- 
tled by the courts?” 

“No, they haven't,” responded the young woman. 

She demanded the boy and a brief argument en- 
sued. De Saulles turned away impatiently, as if to 
terminate the unpleasant interview. “I can’t give 
him back,” he said. “I have a right to him now.” 

A handbag swung from the former Mrs. De 
Saulles’ arm. She fingered it nervously. “Then 
there’s only one thing to do,” she said quietly. 

Before anyone could interfere she had drawn a 
revolve? from the handbag. It cracked sharply and

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FARMS OF FULTON RIVAL HER SKYSCRAPERS 


Man Behind the Tractor Takes Place of Man With the Hoe--- Woman Farmer One of County’s Best

fulton county is not all skyscrapers. 

Nor are all of its enterprising busi- 
ness men and women seated behind 
highly polished desks, dictating letters 
to busy stenographers. 

To the undying regret of the poet, 
“the man with the hoe” has almost—if 
not quite—disappeared. But there has 
stepped into his place one who, if not 
quite as inspiring to the literatuer of 
the day, is more useful to the commu- 
nity. This is the man who is going to 
win the war, the man in whom the des- 
tiny of the nation reposes—the man 
who drives the tractor, the man be- 
hind the motor-driven plow. 

There_is lots of Fulton county. This 
I discovered on a trip about the county 
with County Agent T. G. Chastain and 
his able assistant, Carl Wallace. And 
there’s not only lots of Fulton county 
outside of Atlanta, but the country dis- 
tricts have outlived the term “rural,” 
and present an air of activity that 
would rival that of any town business 
house. 

The farmer who “lays by’ and then 
takes it easy for several long indolent 
months is a thing of the past, and the 
Fulton county planter is your buginess 
man to the core. 

Any one, whether learned in agronomy 
and other mysteries of agriculture, or 
whether able to distinguish between 
“legumes” from silo, can see with half 
an eye that the corn crop of the coun- 
ty this year is nothing short of won. 
derful. 

To the north, to the south, to the 
east, to the west, everywhere once the 
country roads are reached, are great 
fields of the majestic product of the 
south. And it is none of the scraggy, 
stunted growth of years gone by, but 
corn—real corn—the kind that is pro- 
ducing the best grade of grain with a 
maximum yield. 

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
RiVALS AS FARMERS. 

¢. G. Turner, though busy 
holding down the job of one of 
county commissioners, finds time be- 
tween meetings to supérintend one of 
the finest “corn. fields’ in the county. 
Commissioner Turner's farm lies along 
@& man’s-size creek, which presents se- 
rious drainage problems on account of 
hillsides. But he has worsted 
the turbulent waters, and while reap- 
ing all the benefits of a waterside 
tract. by the construction of model re- 
taining walls, has obviated all the dis. 
advantages of soil washing incident, to 
such a location. The result is that his 
corn ts producing this year from 50 to 
75 bushels to the acre, and his cotton 
yields a bale for every acre planted. 

Not to be outdone by his confrere, 
Commissioner T. J. Hightower has dis- 
posed neat rows of peach trees over a

Fulton county 
farmere have found that the lowly 
velvet is all that the federal fovern- 
ment has been trying for so long to 
persuade them that it is, and this util- 
itarian legume which can be “siloed,” 
ground as mea), shredded, and used 
in various other forms for winter cat- 
tle feed is decidedly worth cultivating. 
Last year the velvet bean was first 
tried in Fulton county, and the wise 
farmer who “turned it under” has found 
that he needed little fertilizer this 
year, and thus he hag little to fear from 
the fertilizer shortage so far as the 
present crop is concerned. \ 

John Wallace, who farms in the Ben 
Hill section in the lower end of the 
county, is one of those forward-looking 
planters who has provén the merits of 
the velvet bean and the crimson clover. 
Within the last few years Mr. Wal- 
lace has converted a gullied wilderness 
of 40 acres into a modern up-to-date 
farm from which he gets two crops a 
year from most of his products, He 
hasn't used a bit of fertilizer, but he 
has used plenty of crimson clover and 
velvet beans. This year Mr. Wallace 
has produced some of practically every- 
thing which is growable on Fulton 
county soil, He not only grows every- 
thing needed for home use, 
marketed an enormous amount of every 
kind of truck. 

TEACHES YOUNG IDEA 
AND ALSO CABBAGES. 

Truck growing, according to County 
Agent Chastain, has reached its zenith 
in the county this vear. 

One who deserves special mention as 
a truck grower is Professor C. T. Clot- 
felder, principal of the Ben Hill school. 
For sevén inonths of the year Professor 
Clotfelder “teaches the young idea to 
sprout,” and for the other five months 
he gives the same instruction to young 
cabbages and carrots and turnips and 
potatoes anid corn and other edibles, 
and he gets as good, if not better, re- 
sults as he does in his class-room., 

Professor) Clotfelder believes itn per- 
sonal application, and he doesn't even 
trust a hireling to call his wares 
through the streets of Atlanta. Hie 
gets on hia wagon and peddies them 
himeelf, and he not only gets a com- 
plete surcease from the cares of a 
school-master for these five months, 
but nets a handsome income from his 
agricultural! endeavors. In one short 
week this summer Professor Clotfelder 
took [n $80 for truck which he sold to 
Atlanta housewives. 

Another settler in the Ben Hill sec- 
tion—which| {s one of the best crop 
sections in the county—is L. P. Baker. 
While specializing in cotton, corn, oats 
and wheat on a wholesale scale, Mr. 
Baker has also sold this summer a 
splendid yield of c aloupes and vari- 
ous kinds of truck. / Farming is not a 
side-line with Mr. Baker, as is shown 
by his enormous fields of grain. He 
devotes all of his time to his chosen 
pursuit, and gets maximum results. 

Deep plowing, barnyard manure and 
legumes have been the means to which 
B. F. Burdette, on the Dunwoody road, 
attributes his transformation of what is 
said to have presented the appearance 
several years ago of an abandoned 
trenched battlefield, into a plantation 
which is yielding 50 bushels of corn 
or a bale of cotton per acre.

“Aristocracy”’ has become the watch- 
word of the rural communities. The 
best is demanded of everything, and’ 
Fulton county farmers and stock rais- 
ers have learned that blue blood means 
a prolific yield and good quality. 

Cows are no longer just “cows.” 
They are Holsteins or Jerseys, or bear 
other family names quite as imposing. 

The dairying firm of Trotter & 
Groover, of Howell Mill road, started 
in business several years ago with just 
plain cows. But they soon discovered 
that a pure bred Holstein is pretty apt 
to keep up the reputation of her an- 
cestors for pure milk in gratifying 
quantities, and so last year they tried 
it out by stocking their dairy farm 
with this breed of cattle. A few days 
ago they were offered $259 for a young 
heifer, which offer they refused, be- 
cause the heifer was really worth more 
than that at sale price and would yield 
milk in many times that value. 

Encouraged by the splendid results of 
the spring campaign conducted by the 
federal government in this section, 
through county agents, County Agent 
Chastain is planning an equally vigor- 
ous drive this fall 

He is determined that the warm 
months of the southern autumn shall 
not be wasted, and intends to urge the 
planting of as many fall crops as pos- 
sible, such as rye, rape, ete., which 
not only protect the land but furnish 
the best sort of grazing for cattle and 
other stock, 

Mr. Chastain expresses himeelf as be- 
ing greatly gratified by the record- 
breaking 1917 crops of Fulton county. 

“The people are realizing,” said Mr. 
Chastain, “that it pays to start off with 
good stock—whether it is live stock 
or grain or truck—and that it is equally 
as profitabale to employ modern 
methods. 

“They are studying the fertilizer 
problem, and are realizing the merits 


of clover, beans, peas and other legumes 
for this purpose. 

“The interest in pig raising this year

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corporations that wished to build such 
dams and locks on the Coosa river in 
Alabama. In 1912 a ten-million-dollar 
corporation made a written proposition 
to congress that the company would 
purchase the dam site, purchase all 
of the flowage privileges and would 
construct under government plans and 
supervision an 80-foot dam on the 
Coosa river, 7% miles above Wetumpka, 
construct the locks, and do all the 
work, at its own expense, of making 
the river navigable from below the 
dam to the extent of backwater of the 
pond so produced—if the government 
wquld allow the corporation a fee sim- 
ple title to the water power produced 
by the dam. The company guaranteed 
that the power would be used entire- 
ly for the fixation of atmospheric ni- 
trogen and the production of nitrates 
and phosphates for fertilizers and ex- 
plosives. 


INCONCEIVABLE, - 
BUT TRUE. 


It is inconceivable, but true, that 
the’ so-called conservationists who were 
then in power prevented this proposi- 
' thom from being accepted because the 


company would not agree to pay the 
government a perpetual royalty at so 
much per horsepower per year for the 
power that their own money would 
produce, and, further, agree that the 
government should retain the privilege 
of revoking their franchise and Taking 
over their plant at some future date 
without an adequate guarantee of a 
fair valuation. This ten million dol- 
lars had to go to Canada for invest- 
ment, and is now a part of the great 
nitrate plant of. American Cyana- 
mid company at Wwiabara Falls, on the 
Canada side. The greater part of the 
output of this plant was used for fer- 
tilizers in Georgia, Alabama and ad- 
jacent states, before the outbreak of 
the present war, the farmers paying 
the additional cost of a long freight 
haul. At present the cyanamid (cal- 
cium carbon nitrogen compound) is all 
needed for explosives, and is very 
scarce in this region, although we have 
the power and ingredients for mak- 
ing it. 

We also have in the vicinity of the 
Chattahoochee river vast beds and 
dikes of feldspar, mica and _ sericite 
containing from 10 to 14 per cent of 
potash; continuous veins of high-grade 
iron ore, and great deposits of cop- 
per, iron pyrites, manganese, bauxite, 


chromium and other minerals that are 
workable in the electric furnace oper- 
ated by water power. 

For additional heavy freights on the 
river we would have phosphates from 
Florida, limestones and marls from 
lower Georgia, granite, soapstone, 
kaolin, fire clay, brick, fullers earth, 
bauxite, lumber, coal to Atlanta, and 
many other articles both coming and 
going on which water transportation 
is needed.

The Ellis Public Health Law 


ON DIXIE HIGHWAY ROUTES 


By Dr. M. M. McCord, Rome, Ga., Commissioner of Health, Floyd County

The writer has recently finished a 
round trip over the Dixie highway 
from Rome, Ga., to Tallahassee, Fla. 
All along the way there is abundance 
of foodstuffs almost ready for harvest. 
Old planters told me that 1917 will 
witness the greatest crops ever known 
in the community. This was the pre- 
vailing opinion over the 400 miles of 
‘highway I traveled. 


The roads themselves were in very 
good condition. That part between 
Macon and Atlanta the worst. 
Where it passes through Floyd, a por- 
tion of Bartow, Cobb, Fulton, Bibb, 
Houston, Dougherty and Thomas coun-

ties, as well as that portion over the’ 


Florida line is especially fine. The most 
difficult roads were through Clayton 
and a portion of Sumter. The finest 
corn fields were in Floyd and Bartow, 
the finest sugarcane, tobacco and pea- 
nuts in Thomas and Grady, the finest 
peach orchatds in Houston, and the 
finest pecan groves in Dougherty 
Velvet beans were everywhere in 
abundance. 

In some of the southwestern counties 
the boll weevil has played havoc with 
the cotton planters. Neither of these 
is giving some additional anxiety to 
the cotton planters. Neither of these 
enemies of the cotton plant has yet 
given trouble in the north Georgia 
cotton fields. 

Farmers Waking Up. 

It is very evident, as one travels this 
way, that Georgia farmers are waking 
up to their possibilities, and that men 
of the towns and cities are learning 
how to organize and carry on bigger 
business. But in the matter of sanita- 
tton and other precautionary measures 
against disease, there are few signs 
of encouragement. Well-informed 
planters find encouragement only in 
preventing boll weevil and black root, 
and they will snot think of making 
much headway with the pests after the 
fields of cotton have already been in- 
fected. But when it comes to matters 
of disease, the same people are slow to 
inaugurate methods of prevention. 

Many who are quite interested to 
prevent boll weevil getting in the cot- 
ton fields, seem not at all interested 
to prevent the disease germ correspond- 
ing to boll weevil getting into the home 
and the human body. The Pphysical 
examinations of our young men who 


‘would enter the new army are telling 


on us. Out of 600 men examined in 
one community, only 40 were found 
physically fit. We have given our con- 
sent to the expenditure of great sums 
of money to improve roads, rivers and 
harbors; to protect the forests, cattle 
and cotton fields; hut how little have 
we given to protect our homes and 
communities against those diseases 
that cost the state and nation far more 
in human lives and efficiency than all 
the diseases of plants and animals 
combined; Good roads contribute much 
to the upbuilding of a community, but 
nothing contributes so much to the 
wealth and happiness of a community 
as the growth of healthy, ‘well-trained 
men and women. There are men in 
our state who are ready to spend thou- 
sands to protect or promote any com- 
mercial interest, who will throw up 
their hands in horror at the spending 
of a dollar to protect people from dis- 
eases that sap the vitality and make 
life a burden. 
Trees, Not Children. 

There are many peach trees on the 
Dixie highway having their trunks 
whitewashed from the ground upto the 
first branches, this to protect the trees 
and their fruit from disease. But it 
seems the owners of these trees have 
not gone nearly so far in protecting 
their children from disease. In very 
few of these counties is there any pro- 
vision for physical inspection of all 
children in the public schools to find 
the defects that may now be easily 
eradicated, but let alone will make 
adults physically unfit for the army or 
for any other difficult tasks of life. 


Along this highway, even in the 
larger and apparently progressive 
towns, the protection of food from flies 
is given little attention. I noticed cafes 
with no attempt at screens and the 
flies were having everything their own 
way. Other conditions also indicated 
that contaminated food was being eat- 
en as aregular diet. One county I have 
in mind reported forty-three cases of 
typhoid up to August 1, not to men- 
tion the large number not reported. 
Quite a bad advertisement to the thou- 
sands of travelers over the Dixie high- 
way passing through that and other 
counties with similar conditions that 
may be easily corrected by concerted 
effort. Any person who goes into an 
unscreened eating place for a lunch 
runs the risk of getting typhoid or 


some other infectious disease. The 
state has a law to require these places 
screened, but where there no full 
time health officer it seems to be not 
much of anyDody’s business to see that 
the law is enforced.

Dairies Uninspected. 

Of course, inquiry had to be made 
about the dairies as we went along. To 
my surprise, many of them had never 
seen an inspector, so they went along in 
the dairy business to suit themselves. 
The state dairy inspector goes around 
occasionally, but the state is too large 
for one or two men from Atlanta to see 
every dairy. Consequently, the state 
inspector sees the larger dairies occa- 
sionally and hardly ever sees the others. 
All dairies should be seen by a compe- 
tent inspector once a week. At the 
very least they should be closely in- 
spected by the public officer once a 
month. It is up to the people who use 
milk and butter from dairies to see that 
adequate provision be made for regular 
and ocompetent ingspection of these 
places. Milk is a great carrier of dig- 
ease and seldom can pure milk be ob- 
tained from dairies without regular 
and adequate inspection. and public re- 
ports. ¥
